Spent a Sad Christmas. 

We celebrated Christmas with him 
in command—a sad Christmas for us, 
as I will show later. It was a strange 
Christmas, for we were up near Ice- 
land and then we were skirting the 
Norwegian coast. At first we were 
steering northeast—this was on 
Christmas day—until we had almost 
reached the southern coast of Ice- 
land. Several of us thought we could 
see land. it was very cold. Next 
we headed direct east with all our 
lights covered and not even showing 
Tunning lights. Then we ran down 
the coast of Norway. 

At the point of Trondhjem, we are 
only from eight to ten sea miles from 
land, and we hold this same distance 
as we steam south. About dinner time 
on Dec. 28 we pass the beacon south 
of Bergen, and at 10 o’clock in the 
morning of Dec. 29 we are abreast of 
Cape Lindenes in splendid weather.

Coudert came here with Henry L. Stimson, for- 
mer Secretary of War, and Frederick C. Walcott, 
to address two gatherifigs of business men,: but 
was called back to New York by a telegram be- 
fore the time for the first of his engagements. 

At the Warwick Hotel Cgudert told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter of a. conversation which he 
had with Sir Edward Grey, British Foreign Min- 
ister, last October, and which, i believed, showed 
what the United States must do if it would have 
its proper weight in the future councils of the 
world. 

“Sir Edward Gray said to me,’”’ Coudert related, 
“that he would never again enter a body like 
The Hague tribunal, to lay down rules for the 
arbitration of future disputes, or to place re- 
strictions on the practices of war, with any na- 
tion which js not willing and able to back up 
such rules with armed force. “ 

“Tf we, as a nation, can’t have a systematic 
citizen soldiery commensurate in size with the 
power and importance of the country we may as 
well realize that we will have no voice in lay- 
ing down the international law of,the future. 


Allied Governments Now in 
a War to Enforce Peace 


‘‘In my belief,” Coudert continued, “the world is 
not ripe for a general League of Peace. But 
America, . rance, Great britain and a reorganized 
Russia could, should and would form a real and 
eifective League of Peace. 

“The allied Governments have really been a 
League to Enforce Peace. They have carried 
on, and are carrying on, a war against war. 
Now that the United States has joined them, it 
will be possible to form a permanent league, 
which will provide a sanction and a backing for 
international law. 

“The difficulty about international law has 
been not so much that its terms were uncertain, 
but that there was no one behind it to enforce it. 


Hague conventions. Everything done by Ger- 
many in Belgium was contrary to those conven- 
They were just so many ‘scraps of paper.’ 
But now that the English-speaking people and 
France are a unit in support of the principles of 
international law, we may look forward to the 
time. when the republic of Germany will join in 
adherence to the same principles. 

“Whatever is written into the international 
law of the future, or omitted from it, we may be 
sure that there will be no recognition of the sub- 
marine, in the uses which Germany has made 
of it in this war. The primary principle of in- 
ternational law, in its application to war, is the 
protection of noncombatants. That principle is 
disregarded by Germany, which has tried to take 
the usages of war back to the days before the 
Koman empire. Germany, in her use of the sub- 
marine, has declared that the noncombatant has 
no right except to be slaughtered. Such a doc- 
trine can never be sanctioned by a modern inter- 
national tribunal. 


Question Is Whether Law or 
Force Is to Govern World 


“T have found, in visiting the West, that, while 
there is not the slightest sign of disloyalty, there 
is a tendency to ask this question—whether our 
entrance into the war was not brought about by 
difficult questions of international law, which it 
is difficult for the public to grasp. 

“The answer to such a question is that we are 
fighting for the same cause for which Belgium 
has suffered—the cause of national right and in- 
dependence. 

“International law does figure in the matter, 
it is true, but it is not a question of some recon- 
dite doctrine. The question is whether the world 
is to be governed by law or by force. ‘ The ques- 
tion is not what law shall prevail, but whether 
any law is to survive. It is a question of the 
existence of all law, human and divine. 
“When Prussian militarism, having developed 
the law of necessity, attacked Belgium, which 
was protected by. the most sacred covenant the

Ambition for World Rule Has 
Been Drilled Into Germans 


“The need of the present time is for the full- 
est co-operation With the great democracies, 
France, Great Britain and now Russia, which 
struck down Czarism because it was naturally 
kindred to Kaiserism, and because it betrayed 
the Russian people in their struggle against pan- 
Germanism and for the rights of small nations, 
particularly Servia. 


“Our war, as the President has said, is not 
against the German people. It is against the lit- 
tle Prussian ring, which is an autocratic regime, 
a survival of a. past age. The landholding noble 
has three votes to the ordigary elector’s one. 
The German people have been forced to submit to 
this, and if they are freed it may have to be by 
pressure from without. 

“This Prussian autocracy has imposed on the 
German people a system of force which has made

it impossible for the other peoples of the world | 


to live with them. Their philosophers and their 
authors taught the young men the philosophy 
of force, or pan-Germanism, as the philosophy 
which was to rule the world. A pastor of the 
kipiscopal Church has told me that in his student 
days in a German university he heard lectures 
on the Monroe Doctrine, in which the lecturers 
said: ‘The Monroe Doctrine is a theory cher- 
ished by Americans, which will last until the 
German fleet gets ready to put an end to it.’ 

' “When, on Aug. 3, 1914, Belgium was brutally 
invaded, against all law save the law of necessity 
—the necessity of pan-Germanism—the whole 
structure of international law and treaties went 
by the board. I believed then, and I know now, 
that ultimately, and before the questions growing 
out of that hideous wrong could be settled, the 
United States, either alone or with the allies, 
either during the great war or after the great 
war, would have to engage in a death struggle. 
For, if the. principles of Prussian militarism, 
that force made right, were to be allowed to de-

“And while talking with us of peace, this same 
Foreign Office was trying to organize Mexico and 
Japan into a conspiracy against us. We have 
known of Germany’s desire for a place in the 
warm sun of South America, and the menace to 
this country was realized by our Government 
when it lately made haste to buy the Danish West 
Indies, and took steps to unite the Pan-American 
nations in support of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“I find in some places in the West a feeling 
that Wall street and the munitions plants have 
had a part in getting this country into the war. I 
am glad I have no interest in munitions compa- 
nies, for some of those I know are financially 
embarrassed at present, and most of them have 
found that they undertook more than they could 
handle. But at the present time they are a po- 
tent instrumentality for national defense. 

“As for Wall street, if it brought about the dec- 
laration of war, it is entitled to more respect 
than’ we have ever felt for Wall street hereto- 
fore. 

Coudert, in advocating universal compulsory 
military service, points to nearly every phase of 
the European war as upholding his position. 

“Belgium relied on Germany’s honor, and on 
international law,” he said, “Switzerland relies 
on its 250,000 soldiers. And although the Ger- 
mans could gain as great military advantage by 
getting through Switzerland as they did by get- 
ting through Belgium, Switzerland has not been 
invaded. |

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PATRIOTISM IN DIXIE. 

From Mississippi comes a story of.a youth who 
quit his job in a saw ‘mill and walked 19 miles 
to a recruiting station to join the navy. He for- 
feited the few days’ pay due him and had no 
money. He was a satisfactory recruit except that 
he was under age and his father’s consent was re- 
quired. Someone gave him a dinner and he walked 
19 miles back home, got the parent’s approval and 
was at the recruiting station when it opened the 
next morning, having walked 57 miles in 24 hours. 

‘In that same State many small towns took a day 
off when parties of from 10 to 20 departed for the 
nearest recruiting station to join their country’s 
forces. Nor is Mississippi alone in this spirit. 

All through the South the colleges are organiz- 
ing their youths into companies and batteries and 
awaiting a call. The college authorities are offer- 
ing diplomas to all upper class men if they are 
called into service. This is done in most cases 
without action of boards, the executive contenting 
himself by explaining the precedent established 
more than 50 years ago when a recruiting wave 
swept over the country.

Fur- 
ther retreat seemed impossible, since the second 
court of the temple, save for a narrow passage, 
was filled with corn, which allowed no room for 
fighting, while behind it were gathered all the 
women and children, more than 2000 of them. 
Here, or nowhere, we must make our stand and 
conquer or die Up to this time, compared with 
that which he had inflicted upon the Black Ken- 
dah, of whom a couple of thousand or more haé 
fallen, our loss was com tively slight, say 200 
killed and as many more Wounded, 

This left us about 1600 able-bodied men, or 
many more than we could employ with effect in 


that narrow place. Therefore we Getermined te | 


act upon a plan which we had already desigqed 
in case such an emergency as ours should arise. 
About 850 of the best men were to remain to de- 
fend the temple till all were slain. The rest, to 
the number of over, 1000, were to withdraw 
through the second court and the gates beyond 
to the camp of the women and children. These 
they were to conduct ty secret paths that were 
known to them to where the camels were 
kraaled, and mounting as many as possible of 
them on the camels to fly where they could. Our 
hope was that the victorious Black Kendah would 
be too exhausted to follow them across the plain 
to the distant mountains. It was a dreadful dé- 
termination, but we had no choice. 


“What of my wife?’ Ragnall asked hoarsely. 


‘*While the temple stands she must remain in 
the temple,” replied Harut. “But when all is lost, 
if I have fallen, do you, White Lord, go to the 
sanctuary with those who remain and take her 
and the Ivory Child and flee after the others. 
Only I lay this charge on you under pain of the 
curse of heaven, that you do not suffer the Ivory 
Child to fall into the hands of ‘the Black Kendah. 
First must you burn it with fire or grind it to 
dust with stones. Moreover, I give this command 
to all in case the priests in charge of it should 
fail me, that they set flame to the brushwood that 
is bullt up with the stacks of corn, so that, after 
all, those of our enemies who escape the spear 
may die of famine.” 

Instantly and without murmuring, for never did 
I see more perfect discipline than that which pre- 
vailed among these poor people, the orders given 
by Harut, who in addition to his office as head 
priest, was a kind of president of what was in 


~fact a republic, were put in the way of execution. 


Company by company the men appointed to escort 
the women and children departed through the 
gateway of the second court, each company turn- 
ing in the gateway to salute us who remained, 
by raising their spears, till all were gone. Then 
we, the 350 who were left, marshafied ourselves 
as the Greeks may have done in the Pass of 
Thermopylae. 

First stood I and my riflemen, to whom all the 
remaining ammunition was served out; {t amount- 
ed to eight rounds per man. Then, ranged across 
the court in four lines, came the.spearmen armed 
with lances and swords under the immediate com- 
mand of Harut. Behind these, near the gate of 


‘the second court, go that at the last they might 


attempt the rescue of the priestess, were 60 picked 
men, captained by Ragnall, who, I forgot to say, 
was wounded in two places, though not badly, 
having received a spear thaust in the left shoulder 


and a sword cut on the left thigh during his des- 


perate defense of the entrenchment. 

By the time that all was ready and every man 
had been given to drink from the great jars of 
water which stood along the walls, the massive 
wooden doors began to burn through, though this 
did not happen for quite half an hour after the

enemy had tegun to attempt to fire them. They 
fell at length beneath the battering of poles, leav- 
ing only the mound of earth and stones which 
we had piled up itn the gateway after the closing 
of the doors.

Then I called back 
the spearmen who passed into the ranks. behind 
us, and made ready te play my part. 


‘I had not long to wait With a rush and 4 
roar a great company of the Black Kendah 
charged the gateway. Just as they tegan to 
emerge into the court I gave the word to fire, 
sending 60 Snider bullets tearing into them from 
a distance of a few yards. They fell in a heap; 
they fell like corn before the scythe, not @ man 
won through. Quickly we reloatied and waited 
for the next rush. In due course it came and the 
Greadful scene repeated itself. Now the gateway 
and the tunnel beyond were so choked with fallen 
men that the enemy must drag ‘these out before 
they could charge any more. It was done under 
the fire of myself, Hans and a few picked shots— 
somehow it was done. 


Once more they charged, and once more were 
mown down. So it went on till our last cartridge 
was spent, for never did I see more magnificent 
courage than was sho by those Black Kendah 
im the face of a terrific loss. Then my people 
threw aside their useless rifles, and, arming them- 
selves with spears and swords, fell back to rest, 
leaving Harut and his company to take their 
place. For half an hour or more raged that aw- 


.ful struggle, since the spot being so narrow} 


charge as they would, the Black Kendah couli 
not win through the spears of despairing warriors 
defending their lives and the sanctuary of their 
god. Nor, the encircling cliffs being so sheer, 
could they get round any other way. 


At length the enemy drew back as though de- 
feated, giving us time to drag aside our dead and 
wounded and drink more water, for the heat in 
the place was now overwhelming. We hoped 
against hope that they had given up the’ attack. 
But this was far from the case; they were but 
making a new plan. 


@addenly {fn the gateway there appeared the 
huge bulk of the elephant Jana, rushing forward 
at speed and being urged on by men who pricked 
it with spears behind. It swept through the de- 
fenders as though they were but dry grase, bat- 
tering those in front of it with its great trunk, 
from which swung the iron balis that crughei all 
on whom they fell, and paying no more heed to the 
lance thrusts than it might have done to the 
bites of gnats, On it came, trumpeting and 
trampling, and after it in a flood flowed the 
Black Kendah, upon whom our spearmen flung 
themselves from either side.

Finding, to my joy, 
serious, I was hurrying to the front again when I 
looked up and saw that devil Jana charging 
straight towards me, the throng of armed men 
parting on each side of him, as rough water does 
before the leaping prow of a storm-driven ship.

searchlights from the German patrol 
boats, and they soon pick up a form in 
the water—the figure of a man pro- 
pelling himself with powerful strokes 
toward the Swedish shore. A boat full 
of German sailors catches up with him, 
but thig bold Englishman doés not sur- 
render without a fight. He battles 
fiercely, until the odds become too great, 
looking dungarees, after which changs 
s they looked ‘ike peaceful sailors. 

The Swedish torpedo boat is soon 
alongside of us. On our ship is neither 
the name nor the home port, both 
having been carefully scraped off while 
lying off the coast of Norway. The 
Swedish captain demands to come 
aboard. 

“You have no business atoard us.’ re- 
plied Commander Bordewitz, “for we 
are a peaceful ship.” 

“Yes, but you are in Swedish terri- 
tory;"’ we below decks hear the shouted 
answer, and we are hopeful. ‘‘We have 
orders to search all ships for arms.”’ 

‘Well, send one man aboard us, then,” 
answers Bordewitz, ‘‘but hurry.’’ 


A Good German Trick. 


He did. A Swedish non-commissioned 
officer comes over the side, and he 
walks, accompanied by Bordewitz, irom 
one end of the ship to the other without 
seeing anything to ekcite his suspicion. 
He_ probably thought they were going 
to decorate the deck with cannon for 
his benefit. Now the two are saying 
goodbye to each other in the most cor- 
dial manner, and the Germans have 
scored again. 

As soon as the Swedish officer had 
gone over the side, the Germans chuck- 
led gleefully over having played. such 
a successful role of ‘peaceful sailors—a 
good trick. 

Evidently, however, they deemed their 
present position a little dangerous, for 
the Yarrowdale at once moved out of 
the territorial waters and over toward 
a couple of German patrol boats which 
congratulated Bordewitz on his lucky 
escape. It is my opinion that the Swede 
came aboard intentionally blindfolded. 

Both at the Island of Hveen and when 
the Yarrowdale was lying between 
Copenhagen and the Swedish coast I de- 
manded that Capt. Bordewitz permit my 
crew and me to go ashore either in 
Sweden or Denmark. He answered 
sharply as always: 

“dump overboard if you want to get 
ashore.”’ 

I replied this course might be too dan- 
gerous, having seen what happened to 
the Englishmen who tried it. 


The Arrival at Swinnemunde. 


It was New Year’s eve, Dec, 31, 1916, 
| that the Yarrowdale reached Swinemun- 
de, Germany, and, at last, [ thought 
my crew and I. would receive our lib- 
erty. Bordewitz had hinted to me as a 
half promise that we would be turned 
loose when his ship reached Germany, 
but we were again disappointed. 

Once more | refer to the entries in my 
diary: 

“Jan. 4—Five hundred prigoners are 
taken to a prison camp, where they are 
kept two days. 

“Jan. 6.—-We again believe our hour 
of liberty has come, but we-are dis- 
appointed. Under strong miitary es- 
cort, we are taken to the nearest rail- 
road station and put on a train that 
left Swinemunde at 7:3 in the morning. 
Each of us receives two slices of po- 
tato bread, and, although we demand 
water to drink during the whole trip, 
Which ends at 9 at night, we age unable 
to obtain a drop. 

"We reach Neustrelitz at 9 In the 
evening and are locked in some empty 
barracks. It is bitterly cold and no heat 
is provided. We are first escorted to a 
house where every man is instructed 
to take @ straw sack and pillow. Later 
we are told to put these on the floor of 
the barracks for they constitute our 


beds. 

“The food 4 hardly be worse. (A 
diary entry. t brings up stinging 
memories even now-——). 

“Now I demand, since all the com- 
qpunication I have sent to the other of- 
ficers have been ignored, that I be 
permitted to speak to the commander. 
This is granted.” “So much for .my 
notes. 

I showed him my papers and told him 


all about my crew and the history of 
my ship. Then I asked him: 

“Ig Norway at war with Germany?’ 

“No, Norway is not at war with Ger- 
many,” he replied. 

“Why, then, are my crew and myself 
held prisoners of war?’ 

“You are not prisoners,” he replied 
promptly. “You are only in quaran- 
tine.” A nice distinction! 

“In that case," I suggested, “I sup- 
pose I'll be permitted to go out and

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Yarrowdale ran the British biockade, be- 
fore we reached the Iceland coast. It 
did not make us feel any better that we 
were ordered into the bunkers on Christ- 
mas eve and that we spent Christmas 
day there. When finally off the Nor- 
wegian coast, we were permitted on the 
deck for fresh air. 

I had no Americans among my crew, 
eithough, of course, there were several 
on the Yarrowdale;: It is true I signed 
on eight men in New York, but they 
were all Norwegians. However, under 
the laws, I am obligated to return these 
eight to New York, which will be done 
in one of the Scandinavian-American 
line steamers. 

We were the first of the 3100 enemy 
and neutral prisoners brought to Ger- 
many on the Yarrowdale to be released. 
We feel sorry for the rest, especiaily 
the English. The Americans are still 
detained. I am now going to leave Co- 
penhagen for Bergen, my home town, 
and there, in port at last, I will place 
ali the details of my suffering and that 
of my crew befctre the proper authori- 
ties.

That we should send some troops, some 
regular troops—not merely volunteers to 
be trained, as the Prime Minister sug- 
gested, by British officers and serve 
under British commanders—this was the 
unmistakable desire of the French. For 
them the arrival of even a few thousant 
American troops in France, a handful, 
measured by the European standard. 
would be a contribution that would have 
immeasurable value to France, to the 
France which has so long borne the 
brunt of the German attack in the West. 
I do not believe that anything that we 
can do for the allies will be comparable 
with the sending of a few troops to 
France as soon as it is possible, not as 
a military but as a moral effort. 
Our Bearden in 1918 and 1019. 
Behind this there must be the prepara- 
tion for larger expeditions, for it docs 
not seem possible to end the war this 
year, and my conviction, derived from 
talks with British and French Generals 
alike, is that those best informed in 
Europe expect to see the war go intv 
another year, and also to see German 
resistance and German attack reach a 
new high-water mark in intensity. 
Quite frankly the French recognize 
that their own military effort is at its 
maximum, and even past it. In numbers 
the decline in French strength must 
hereafter be absolute. Britain will reach 
her crest this summer. If Russia suc- 
ceeds in getting her army reorganized 
there may be no need of a great Ameri- 
can expedition, but the Russian situation 
must remain problematical for a long 
period, and it may be necessary for the 
United States to provide troops to share 
in the decisive campaign, whether it be 
in 1918, as seems licely now, or 1919, 
which is far from improbable. 
Meantime the British situation must 


- command our immediate attention. The 


present German submarine campaign, 
should it succeed, would compe! Britain 
to make peace, and thus remove the 
British fleet from the count. It would 
end the war with Germany, so far as 
Europe is concefned, and it would leave 
Germany, possessing a huge fleet and 
great military strength, free to deal 
with its American foe. 

It must be the first concern of the 
United States to contribute all that is 
possible toward breaking the German 
submarine blow. All the shipping that 
we can muster will have to be employed 
to carry food to Britain and steel to 
Prance. If either supply fails, the dis- 
aster will be almost immediate and our 
disaster only slightly delayed. -This aid 
is what Britain expects and hopes for. 
This was the thing that every Briton, 
high and low, talked to me about. 
Soberly, solemniy, they discussed the 
submarine war as a blow at their exist- 
ence heavier than any they had known. 

Britain’s Grim Veril to Come. 

No one in authority believes that Brit- 
ain can be starved in six months or a 
year, but if the war goes two years more 
the present rite of destruction of ship- 
ping will bring Britain face to face with 
grim peril, unless the United States, by 
using interned German ships, by using 
and building American ships, contributes 
tu thé right side of the shipping bal- 
arce. Actually the British and the 
French believe the submarine attack is 
Germany's last bid for victory, and they 
both look to the United States as the 
ene nation in a position to defeat this 
venture decisively, by policing the seas 
01.4 by mobilizing ite available tonnage. 

The question of financial aid is more 
intricate but not less pressing. An ex- 
tension of credit in the shape of loans 
to France and Relgium, as well as Great 
Britain, with possible loans to Italy as 
well, will ease the situation in all these 
countries; it will have something of 
the effect of a transfusion of blood: it 
will place the vast credit of the United 
States behind the allies at the moment 
when all combatants are feeling ‘the 
strain of the finencia! burden and Ger. 
‘many most of all, for Germany is today 
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insured to these countries financial! rela- 
tions with the United States after the 
war; it assured them American money 
with which to rebuild their ruins and re- 
sume the work of peace. 

Looking backward, it seems that the 
moral effect of American entrance was 
what was most discussed wherever [I 
went. France and Britain never under- 
stood our neutrality; it was a puzzle 
and a problem: it was a darkness in 
which they groped hopelessly. President 
Wilson was inexplicable; American ig- 
norance of the facts of the world war 
as Paris and London saw them a mys- 
tery beyond solution. Particularly in 
France there was a craving for the in- 
dorsement of French action by the other 
great republic which would abolish the 
last doubt, the last protest of the paci- 
fist. 

All this .is.passed now, and with it 
have gone the criticisms that were once 
rife in London, and even in Paris. These 
criticisms, it should be said, were far

oun my Visit the year before. Already 
France and Britain had recognized that 
the United States had been in all but 
name an ally; that it had provided the 
machinery without which the war might 
have been lost. For 1 think it is the 
common belief in Engiand and France, 
quite as much as in Germany, that had 
the allies not been able to eshploy our 
industrial plants they might have suc- 
sumbed to Germany's superior prepara- 
tion and more quickly organized war 
industries. 


The future effects of American partici- 
pation in the war cannot, I believe, be 
exaggerated; the relations between this 
country and France wiil hardly change,{ 
outwardly, but if so much as an Ameri-' 
can brigade goes to the front, I do not 
think it will ever be forgotten. And I 
am equaliy convinced that, no matter 
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material support we give the 
French, it will not take the place of ‘an 
expeditionary army. A million French- 
men have died for the cause the French 
never describe save as ‘civilization 
against force,’’ and it was not until the 
British sacrifices at the Somme came. 
the loss there of 600,000 men, that Franca 
recognized Britain and. British effort for 
what it was. 

Many British and French officers and 
statesmen with whom I talked, notably 
M. Albert Thomas, the French Minister 
of Munitions, asked me anxiously about 
the possibility that wnen America came 
in, that material, vitally necessary to 
the allies, particulariy steel in the 


what 


bcase of France, might be diverted to the 


equipment of new American armies. 
President Wilson dealt admirably with 
this detail in his message to Congress. 
I do not think the danger can be exag- 
gerated; certainly there were .no quali- 
fications in the words of Albert Thomas, 
who quite frankly pointed out that 
American steel was a matter of life and 
death with the French. 


The Greatest Allied Success Since 
Verdun, 


In sum, our entrance into the war will 
be for the allies, immediately, a heart- 
ening and a reinforcing which will have 
an effect that will be incalculable, an 
effect upon the firing lines, where Amer- 
ican flags have already been shown and 
busy bulletin boards have transmitted 
the news to the German trenches. The 
arrival of a small expeditionary force 
will complete what the French and Brit- 
ish agreed would be the greatest moral 
victory of the war and the most im- 
portant success since the Marne. 

Beyond th this the material aid that we 
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render will be viewed in the light of al- 


lied necessities. Since the submarine 


war is the greatest menace to Britain 


and to the allied cause, our aid in break- 
ing this blockade will be most eagerly 
expected, as it will defeat what is re- 
garded as the last bid of the Germans 
for victory, the last hope of Kaiserism. 
After this come questions of loans. 
questions of credit, with the eventual 
dispatch of a great army, if the war 
lasts for another year, as the best in- 
formed soldiers with whom I talked in 
England believed.

Famous London Journalist and Publicist, Who Has Been a Tremendous Factor in Getting England Ready 
for the Great Deeds She !s Performing in the Field Ncw, Warns the United States Against Placing 
Her Hope in the Volunteer System, Which Failed in Britain, and Also Admonishes the Country 
Against Overocritical Physical Examination of Applicants for Army Service. 


Thorough and Realistic Training,

HE pitfalls which face the United States 
T resemble more closely those of .England 
and allied nations—Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa—than of France or Ger- 
many, which had long maintained large standing 
armies. Prior to the war the British army was 
a negligible quantity. In many parts of Great 
Britain a soldier’s uniform was as rarely seen as 
in some parts of the United States. 
in one day after the fire more soldiers in San 
Francisco than I had ever seen in any town in 
England. An English army officer’s uniform was 
almost unknown, except when the officer was ac- 
companying his troops, as it was not fashionable 
for the British officer to wear it when off duty. 

When in the early days of 1914 it became nec- 
essary for Great Britain to keep her solemn com- 
pact with Belgium, she was face to face with the 
task of taking her place in the greatest land 
struggle of the world’s history with an army equal 
in size even to that of one of the smallest Ger- 
man states. 

I have heard dit said by British officers, who 
have been at West Point and who have seen 
some of your army at work, that for its size it 
is the best army in the world. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, whom I met at Washington some years 
ago, was good enough to return the compliment 
by saying that our little British army was sim- 
ilarly the best in Europe. But our army was, at 
the beginning of the war, as your army now is, 
really but a nucleus and, alas! we had to dis- 
perse our nucleus in France, Belgium, Egypt, 
Gallipoli and Mesopotamia. We were then left 
with the instant need of turnfmg farm hands, me- 


soldiers at the shortest possible moment. 

The then Government, afraid to take the po- 
litical risk of going at once to conscription, 
sought refuge in what is called the volunteer 
system. There was the old parrot cry: “One 
volunteer. is worth three pressed men.” This 
was hammered from every platform by every dem- 
agogue. Nobility of the volunteer was eulogized, 
especially by those who wanted him to go so that 
they might remain and steal his business. Then 
the largest campaign in the history of modern 
advertising was inaugurated by the Government. 


Great Mystery Yet Conceals 
English Campaign for Volunteers 


Thousands of pages of newspaper space were 
obtained by the Government for advertising, ; 
many of which were of a semi-blackmailing na- 
ture, by specializing such phrases as: 

“What will you say to your grandson when he 
asks you what you did in the great war?” 

“What will your best girl think of you if you 
keep out of uniform?” 

In the great rush of anger at the German hor- 
rors in Belgium and France, hundreds of high- 
spirited men went to the colors without thought 
of their business or private fortunes. When that 
rush was over the recruiting slumped and the 
advertising campaign for volunteers began and 
continued until the Government was able proudly 
to announce the vague fact that “some 56,000,000 
men have volunteered for our various naval and 
military services.” The exact meaning of the 
word voluntee was never explained and is un- 
known to this day. Among the volunteers were 
counted the halt, the maimed, crippled and other 
iheligibles. 

It speedily became obvious that the system of 
volunteering had broken down. Many patriotic 
men enlisted freely. Others, equally well dis- 
posed, declined, insisting that there might be an 
equality of sacrifice. If the Government told them 
that it was essential for them to go they would go, 
provided others of their age and condition were 
required to go also. A grossly unjust state of 
affairs had come into existence. Married men 
with children had enlisted and single men with 
no responsibilities had remained behind to “enjoy 
the war,” to use the popular phrase.

America Happily Can Take 
Her ®ime. in Raising Army 


The United States is in no such desperate hurry 
to raise soldiers as we were. If she desires to 
send a contingent overseas she will have plenty 
of time to send inquirers to France, to this coun- 
try or to Canada to find out the latest novelties 
in the ever-changing demands of war as to both 
men and material. We were unfortunately in such 
haste that our men were enrolled in a way to 
remind one of a badly taken census. It took 
many months’ time and the work of thousands of 
assistants in England and France and elsewhere 
to find out who the men in our army were—their 
trades and occupations, the conditions of their 
private lives and other essential details. 

In the vibrant days of the summer and autumn 
of 1914—1in the first rush of patriotic volunteers— 
resulting in the greatest volunteer force ever 
raised, in the world’s history, all manner of im- 
portant matters broke down, most notably, per- 
haps, that of the medical examination of re- 
cruits. The result was that many healthy, willing 
young men were rejected for trifling defects, and 
many others physically unfit were sent to the 
front, only to go to the hospitals at once and 
otherwise cumber the earth., 


Not a Man at Front for 
at First Experienced in War 


It was not immediately realized that this was as 
much a war of machinery as of military science. 
We did not realize—none of the armies realized— 
that a division of 20,000 men requires in its im- 
mediate vicinity all sorts of workshops to look 
after aerial, artillery, small arms, medical and 
transportation equipment and other essential fa- 
cilities, repairing machinery and repairing men 
ere almost as important as to get the men in the 
first place and provide them with their initial 
equipment. 

Not one man in a hundred who went to the 
front from England had any military experience 
before the war more than such as may have 
been derived from service with boy scouts or pa- 
rading in uniform with an alleged volunteer corps. 

You have to imagine that you suddenly take all 
thie ‘newt of seltitary ‘age figeh ons of your large 
buildings and train them during three or four) 


~[ eventually, after much nervous trepidation, our) months to entirely novel work, such as sky writ- 


ing, bombing, mining, trench digging, tunneling, 
barbed-wire laying, mortar firing, raiding and all 
the rest of thé desperate business of modern war- 
fare. : ; ) 
If before the war I had been told it was pos- 
sible to achieve these results and that boys of 
17 could be trained to fly battle planes at 130 
miles per hour, fighting at 16,000 and 18,000 feet 
up, I should not have believed it; but the pressure 
of war doubles the energy and adaptability of 
man. Young men you face in street cars or rail- 
road trains reading this are the same kind of 
young men we had to make into soldiers quickly. 
Lately we have learned an even more rigid 
method of teaching. We give a short preliminary 
training here in England, and then a longer peri- 
od in France or elsewhere close to the war. Would 
not such a plan be suitable if the United States 
should decide to send a contingent overseas? 
There are hundreds of reasons why people learn 
War more quickly at war than they could learn it 
at home. If a man wants to get cured he is, as a 
rule, more quickly cured by going to a cure place 
than by staying around home with acquaintances. 
Once landed in France, the European soldier has 
nothing to think of but the profession of war and 
the joy and delight youth takes in preparations for 
a crusade present the most pleasant aspect of 


warfare,

Method of Making War Is 
Undergoing Conduct Change 


I have said that war changes rapidly. On each 
of my nine visits to the front I have found revo- 
lutionary alterations in its method and conduct. 
at our war schools in France, officers, commis- 
sioned and noncommissioned, come straight down 
from the trenches and teach the boys all the latest 

novelties. We are more and more, therefore, de- 
veloping ‘“‘the high-school-of-at-war” idea. In this 
school, ‘real gas is freely used for teaching the 
use of masks. Real mines are sprung. Great 
model craters are fought for under the leadership 
of men just back from crater fighting. Every kind 
of bomb is explained and exploded. There are 
lectures morning, noon .and night, by men just 
back from doing what they are teaching. It is war 
in miniature, and often within sound of the real 
big guns. i. 

Soldiers trained in this way have been proved 
to be less liable to casualties than those who were 
and know more of the real thing. That is one 
reason why the heavy losses of antrained British 
soldiers in 1914 are*no longer, I rejoice to say, 
possible. 

In my next article I shall deal with mistakes 
made by the British Government in the non 
ment and armament.

“Gets-It” 
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FOR ENGLAND AS U-BOATS 


Sir Edward Carson Says Placing of 
Them by Submarines Makes 
Sweeping Difficult. 
LONDON, April 14.—Mines laid in the 


| important British shipping lanes by the 


German U-boats are proving just as se- 
rious a problem to the Admiralty as 
the U-boats themselves. Sir Edward 
Carson, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
pointed out in a speech. this week that 
“in the olden times the laying of mines 
was dangerous, but it was nothing then 
to what it is now, when submarines are 
employed not only to sink ships, but to 
lay mines below the surface of the wa- 
ter.” 

Mines of this character have caused 
heavy loss in the English Channel since 
the submarine campaign began Feb. ‘1, 
and from the promiscuous way in which 
these machines were scattered they 
were very much more difficult to deal 
with than when placed by surface craft 
in more or less defined areas. 

“A submarine can follow our mine- 
sweepers,” said Sir Edward Carson, and 
as quickly as we sweep up mines they 
can lay new ones without our knowing 
or suspecting. Do not underestimate 
the danger and difficulties of that op- 
eration. Necessarily, this practice in- 
volves the navy in a gigantic work to 
insure even comparative immunity. Com- 
plete immunity cannot in the circum~- 
stances be expected.” 

Submarine mines of this character, 
freshly laid, were swept up in the path 
of the American liner St. Louis. Similar 
mines, from which it had a providential 
escape, wére found at a place where 
the St. Louis was anchored for several 
hours. During the last two months of 
ruthless submarining, three British de- 
stroyers have been sunk in the English 
Channel by mines.

Allen W. Clark, originator of the 
Thrift Gardens idea, and chairman of 
the National Clean-up and Paint-up Cam- 
paign Bureau, received the following 
telegram from Carl Vrooman, Assistant 
Secretary of the Department of Agri- 
culture, in regard to the work: 

“Without going beyond their- door- 
yards, millions of American women and 
children can render service to the nation 
right now as real as that rendered by 
the soldier on the field of battle. A 
million gardens planted in the cities, 
suburbs and country would mean the re- 
lease of millions of pounds of foods*to 
our allies. Plant now. Get into the 
game and do your bit to win this war.” 

The Thrift Gardens Committee has es- 
tablished headquarters at 710 Locust 
street, where they have listed 6000 va- 
cant lots, and have already established | 
over 100 gardens. Persons desiring to 
have a Thrift Garden apply to this com- 
mittee for a lot. The committee then 
secures the permigesion of the owner or 
permission from the real estate agent 
for the use of the lot as a Thrift Gar- 
den, playground aor tennis court. 

Mrs. Eugene T. Senseney, in co-opera- 
tion with the Health Department 
chairman, is of the Fly Extermination 
Committee, and is doing her part to 
make St. Louis a flyless town and thus 
lessen the dangérs of disease.

ELECTIONS IN AUSTRALIA TO 
SOLVE PROBLEMS OF MINISTRY 


Labor Party Aroused at Actien of 
Prime Minister in Advocatiag 
Conscription. 
MELBOURNE, Australia, April 14.— 
Federal elections will take place in 
Australia early in May owing to the 
insuperable difficulties of the coali- 
tion War Ministry formed by Prime 
Minister William M. Hughes, a few 
weeks ago. The Government made 
this announcement last week. Half 
the Senate seats, 18, and all the 
House of Representatives seats will 
be contested. The enmity of the 
Caucus or Official Labor party to Mr. 
Hughes for having proposed con- 
scription last year is the prime cause: 

of the appeal to the country. 

This hostility manifested itself in 
cbstructive tactics, in the Senate, 
where, until very lately, the flughes 
er, coalition forces, were slightly out- 
numbered by the Caucus forces. In’ 
the House, however, the coalition had 
a considerable numerical advantage. 
The Caucus members in the Senate 
would not countenance the coalition 
ministry’s choice of Mr. Hughes, Sir 
}John Forrest, the Federal Treasurer, 
and Sir William Irvine as Australia's 
delegates to the Imperial War Coun- 
cil in Lendon; nor would they agree 
to a prolongation for war reasons of 
_the life of Parliament until after the 
wer. In other ways also they showed 
bitter opposition to legisiation pro- 
posed by Mr. Hughes and his follow- 
ing. 

‘The hottest fighting of the cam- 
paign is expected to be ever the Sen- 
ate seats. The next House it is 
thought, will again be pro-Hughes. 
Each é6f the six states will elect three 
Senators. Australian soldiery at the 
front will have a voice in the election 
ar was the case over conscription 
last year.

IGERARD RELATES 


HIS VERSION OF 
LAMPPOST STORY 


Tells at Jefferson Day Banquet 
of His Reply to German 
Official. 


CONDITIONS IN GERMANY 


Former Ambassador Says Coun- 
try Will Not Be Starved to 
Submissison. 


NEW YORK, April 14.+Prominent 
Democrats from all parts of the coun- 
try celebrated the 174th anniversay of 
the birth of Thomas Jefferson at a ban-~- 


quet held here tonight under the aus- 
pices of the National Democratic Club. 
Among the speakers were James W. 
Gerard, former Ambassador to Ger- 
many; United States Senators Ollie 
James of Kentucky and Key Pittman of 
Nevada and John W. Davis, Solicitor- 
General ‘of the Department of Justice. 
Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to Presi- 
dent Wilson, brought a message from 
the President. 

“I have learned with deep gratifica- 
tion of the intention of your organiza~ 
tion to make its 1000 members available 
in.their respective capacities to support 
the administration in the conduct of the 
war,” wrote President Wilson. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly this is a time when America must 
use its force and influence for the vin- 
Toationwt those ideals which give her 
a pre-eminent place among the nations 
of the world.” 

Gerard said that at the time the Lusi- 
tania was sunk an official of the Ger- 
man Government in Berlin (Zimmer- 
mann, it is believed), told him that the 
United States would not “dare to make 
any méove,”” because there were 100,000 
German reservists . in America who 
would rise against this country. 

“T told him homething that you may 
have heard on another occasion about 
a lamp post,’’ declared the former Am- 
bassador. (According to the now famous 
story Gerard is said to have replied 
“that may be true, but there are 700,000 

p posts in America to which to hang 
them.”") “I: told’ him something more 
practicable. I said to him: ‘Can you 


point to one single man with an Ameri- 
can passport who is serving in your 
army? There are thousands of men 
serving in the armies of the aMies of 
American citizenship. But point out to 
mé one with an American passport who 
ig in your anmy. If you can show me 
one I will believe then that the German- 
Americans are with you,”’ 

Gerard referred’ to Sir Koger Case- 
ment’s activities in Germany. 

“I would like to have the Irish-Prus- 
sians go with me to.the camp at Lim- 
burg where the Germans collected 2500 
Irishmen and sent Sir Roger Casément 
to seduce them,”’ said Gerard. ‘‘He dia 
succeed in getting perhaps.30 to join 
the German army, but 2470 remained, 
as all Irishmen will, true to their oath 
and the flag they had sworn to servc. 

“And I should like to ask this small 
band of Prussian-Irishmen whether they 
think they are going to come nearer to 
home rule for lreland by supporting the 
autocracy of Prussia or by getting be- 
hind President Woodrow Wilson, who 
is holding aloft the ‘torch of libectv 
throughout the world.’’ ' 

The former Ambassador warned 
Americans against the belief thet 
“either starvaticn or revolution is going 
to end this war in our favor.’’ 

“The only thing,” he declared, ‘‘that 
will liberalize Germany will be revolu- 
tion. As long as they are ruled by a 
few, as long as the military spirit pre- 
vails, there can be no security and n> 
peace In the world.” 

Gerard said he had seen things in Ger- 
many which “might lead some of the 
people who still doubt a little in this 
country to change their minds.’’ He 
then told of being directed by President 
Wilson to nmke a special: effort while 
he was tn Germany to secure the return 
of the Belgians who had been seized 
and carried away from their country 
into Germany. Cardinal Farley of New 
York, he said, also had complained bit- 
terly of the treatment of the Belgians. 

“When I spoke of Cardinal Farley to 
the German authorities and related what 
he had told me,’’:Gerard declared, “‘the 
only answer I received was: ‘Why, this 
is because most of.the Belcians are 
Catholics and the Catholics always stick 
together.’ ’’

are laid before the people as fully and 
frankly as* possible. | . 

The committee named by the President 
is made up of Secretarié# Lansing, Bak- 
er and Daniels, who recommended the 
step, with George Creel, a2 magazine 
writer, as civilian chairman. Announce- 
ment of its creation was. made in’ the 
following executive order, made public 
ee the White House: : 

“I hereby create a Committee on’Pub- 
lic Information, to be composed of' the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary of War. 
the Secretary of the Navy and a civilian, 
who. shall be charged with the execu- 
tive direction of the committee. 

“As civilian chairman of the commit- 
tee, I appoint Mr. George Creel. 

“The Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
are authorized each to detail an officer 
or officers to the work of the commit- 
tee."’ : 


Creel Accepts Place. 

Creel has accepted the post offered 
to him. 

The President's action was based on 
the following letter, signed by ‘three 
Cabinet officers: 

“Dear Mr. President—Even though the 
co-operation of the press hag been gen- 
erous and patriotic, there, is a steadily 
developing need for some authoritative 
agency to assure the publication of all 
the vital facts of national defense.

ARMY URGED T0 HAVE 


AVIATION 


Department Is To!d of the Advantages of Kin- 
loch Park as a Site—Fund .Being ° 
Raised to Lease Ground. 


e 


Maps showing the location of the Kin- 
loch Park aviation field in St. Louts 
County and ‘level tracts adjoining it, 
have been sent to War Department of- 
fictals by Albert Bond Lambert, chair- 
man of the Missouri State Aeronautical 
Society. He is leading a movement to 
lease the Kinloch Park field and offer 
it to the Government as an anmy avia- 
tion training station. 


Two points in favor of the Kinloch 
Park field: are strongly urged 41 Lam- 
bert’s letters to the War Department. 
The first is that {t is accessible from 
the city by the Wabash Railroad and 
a double-track street car line. The sec- 
ond is that, at various points north and 
south, for a distance of five miles in 
elther direction, there are level fields 
where aviators can make safe land- 
ings from various helghts, if they 
have to descend suddenly because of 
engine trouble or for any other reason. 


‘The proposed aviation field has about 
110 acres," Lambert said yesterday. “If 
it were much larger—if it were a mile 
square even—it would still not be feas- 
ible for aviators to keep above this 
field at all times. With a large num- 
ber of machines in the air, a wide range 
must be taken. The aviators will be in 
places where, if they have engine 
trouble, they will need to descend 
quickly. 

‘In this part of St. Louis County they 


will always be within reach of suitable 
places. I have shown, on the maps 
I have sent to Washington, several such 
level spaces, extending practically from 
the Missouri River to the Mississippi. 


There is a large tract on either side of, 


Bonfils Station, four around Bridgeton, 
se"eral small ones near the Kinloch 
Park field and others to the south as 
far as the neighborhood of Black Jack 
and Prospect Hill. 

“These landing places would be only 
for emergency use, and would not have 
to be leased. The fund now being raised 
is for the purpose of leasing the -Kin- 
loch Park field, which will be plowed 
and seeded, after which the United 
States army will be invited to take pos- 
session. 

“The only army aviation training sta- 
tion in the Mississippi Valley at pres- 
ent is within the city of Memphis, 
on a racetrack, where the starting and 
landing facilities are very limited.’’ 


Lambert holds that, for the training 
of the number of men needed in the 
aviation service of the army and navy, 
aviation stations will be needed in all 
parts of the country. He quotes the 
plan of the National Advisory Commit- 
tee on Aeronautics, requiring 4000 aero- 
planes and 2400 aviators for the army 
and navy by 1919, as showing the extent 
of the task.

‘Exempts Federal Officers. 

In addition, it authorizes the President 
to exclude or discharge from the draft, 
or to draft for partial military service 
only, persons of the following classes: 

Customs house. clerks, persons em- 
ployed by the United States in the trans- 
Mission of mails, artificers and work- 
men employed in the armories, arsenals 
and navy yards of the United States, 


| and such other persons employed in the 


service of the United States as the 
President may designate, pilots, marin- 
ers actually employed in the sea serv- 
ice or any citizen or merchant within 
the United States, persons engaged in 
industries found to be necessary to the 
maintendnce of the military establish- 
ment or the effective operation of the 


national interest during the emergency, 
those in the status with respect to per- 
sons dependent upon them for support 
which renders their exclusion or dis- 
charge advisable, and those found to be 
physically and morally deficient. 


No exemption or exclusion shall con- 
tinue when a cause therefor no longer 
exists. 


The draft would apply to all except 
the specified classes, and any other 
classes which the President might de- 
termine capable of rendering services 
in thefr usual vocation equally as val- 
uable to their country as their presence 
at the front. Primarily, the purpose of 
the proposed draft between the ages of 
19 and 3% is td cal] to the colors men 
who for the most part are free from re- 
sponsibilities and whose place in the 
ecenomic world is not definitely fixed.

The number of recruits applying for 
enlistment at the local recruiting offices 
of the army, navy and marihe corps has 
showed a decided increase during the 
last -week, according to officers in 
charge.

“How little Wilson knows 
about the German nation and German 
character.”” “Pay up.” 

Typical as showing how the German 
people are urged to use their savings 
to swell the war loan, is a little story in 
the Cologne Gazette of a village meeting 
at. which the official from the nearest 
market town explained the advantages 
of the loan and refuted doubts regard- 
ing the safety of the investment. An old 
peasant woman hesitating then asked: 

“But now that the Americans are 
coming ih? ®° © ® 

*‘Never: mind, mother, our U-boats 
will take care of them,’’ was the cheer- 
ful reply, and everybody was happy. 

Dr. Fretherer von Mackay of Munich 
tells the readers of the Dusseldorf Gen- 
eral Anzeiger that America is about to 
conclude with Japan arrangements 
whereby the German influence in the far 
East is to be throttled. He hints at dark 
and mysterious machinations by both 
sides, eventually with Japanese control 
of China and the ejection of America 
from the far East. The writer admits 


‘that Gefmafy’s attempt to bribe Mexico 


was a sad failure, but he says that 
worse things are going on politically in 
the Far East. A breakdown of the new 
dapanese-American brotherhood, how- 
ever, is certain, the writer declares. 


Hindenburg Ridiculed in Swiss Papers 
for Saying West Front Is Sectire. 
BERNE, Thursday, April 12, via Paris, 

Friday, April 13 (delayed).—The com- 

bination of the battle of Arras and the 

interview granted by Field Marshal von 


Hindenburg to a Spanish correspondent 


have furnished the Swiss press with food 
for seemingly unlimited editorial com- 
ment, which it utilizes quite as various- 
ly as the difference in the languages of 
publication or temperament of the ed- 
itors. 

Papers published in the French lan- 
guage not only give the utmost promi- 
hence to the British victory, but pour 
ridicule whon Von Hindenburg for de- 
claring, in the very hour that the en- 
tente forces were Capturing Germans by 
the thousands, that the Western front 
Was secure. These papers also make 
sport of the German official communi- 
cations. Thus, the Journal de Geneve 
says the dictionary must be revised if 
“resisting strenuous onslaughts” is syn- 
onymous with the capture of thousands 
of men, cannon and machine guns. 

The Germanophile portion of the Ger- 
man-language press, on the other hand, 
takes opportuity to indulge in attacks 
on America equaled by few really Ger- 
man papers. The main tenor of all the 
attacks is the same old:«story, namely, 
the accusation that America is actuated. 
solely by financial interests, This por- 
tion of the German-Swiss press adopts 
the German argument that the entrance 
of the United States and of other Amer- 
{can republics into the war means noth- 
ing. 

The most important of the German- 
Swiss Papers, as usual, maintain reti- 
cence amounting to colorlessness con- 
cerning conditions on the Western front 
and content themselves with a mere 
presentation of the official reports of 
the belligerents. 

German papers now arrivirig here are 
filled with editorial comment upon Von 
Hindenburg’s interview which inay be 


‘summarized about as follows: 


Field Marshal von Hindenburg is the 
greatest man, almost, that Germany his 
ever known. He says that America 
amounts to nothing. Therefore it must 
be true. The situation must be all right, 
because he says so, even though our op- 
ponents report great successes. Hence 
the German people should have every 
confidence, and above all subscribe to 
the sixth war loan, though Von Hinden- 
burg himself, in belitting America, says 
that its help can be only — finan- 
cial lines. 


LIVING COST FOR GERMANY’S

GOETHALS IN CHARGE 


Fifty Millions Government Cor- 
poration Will Be Organized 


Tomorrow. . 


WASHINGTON, April i4.—The Ad- 
ministration’s program for building a 
vast fleet of wooden cargo ships to 
transport supplies to the allles and 
thus deféat the German submarine 
campaign, will be put definitely undér 
way Monday, when the Shipping 
Board will form’ a $60,000,000 cor- 
poration to build and operate the ves- 
sels. The corporation will be organ- 
ized under the laws of the District of 
Columbia and its entire stock will be 
held by the Shipping Board. In leg- 
islation to be introduced in Congress 
early in the wéek, the toard will ask 
for authority to increase the stock in 
future, if needed, to as much, per- 
haps, as $225,000,000. For the present, 
the $60,000,000 will suffice. 

Private shipyards will construct 
the ships on a standardized plan, on 
a basis, in most instances, of 10 per 
cent profit. Some contracts will be 
let for specified sums. 
probably will finance some yards, al- 
though private capital already is of- 
fering millions for construction of 
the vessels. 

Goethals in Charge. 

Majur General Goethals, who has 
agreed to supervise the building of 
the ships, will come to Washington 
to take charge of the work as soon 
as he can arrange to leave his task of 
building New Jersey highways. F.A. 
Eustace, 2 '‘Boston mining engineer, 
who with F. Huntington Clark, a New 
York engineer, conceived the idea of 
a wooden ship fleet, probably will be 
associated with him. 

The law creating the board provides 
for a corporation; the majority of 
whose stock must be held by the 
board. Its directors will be employes 
of the board, who will elect their own 
officers. Gen. Goethals probably will 
be elected general manager of the 
corporation, and Eustace, who is an 
employe of the board receiving a sal- 
ary of $1 a year, and Clark, directors 

The 700,000.tons of German shipping 
taken over by the Gévernment undoubt- 
edly will be put under the corporation, 
as will the Austrian ships now in cus- 
tody of the United States. The general 
opinion is that the German and Aus- 
trian owners will be paid for their use 
during*the war and for the ships them- 
Selves if they.are lost or retained. 

The story of how the wooden ship- 
building plan. grew from an idea con- 
ceived simultaneously by two mining 
engineers until it has tal.en a place in 
the forefront of America’s war policy 
reveals that Yankee inventive genius 
and ingenuity were as ready to meet 
the present emergency as at any time 
of national stress in the past. 

After Eustace and Cl@rk had been 
called to Washington by Chairman Den- 
man of the Shipping Boerd and the 
board decided to take up the plan, Eus- 
tace decided to interest Gen. Gothals. 
The canal builder immediately seized on 
the plan as~one way by which the 
United States could do most to aid the 
allies im defeating Germany. Gen. 
Goethals was told the board wished 
him to take charge of the work. Re- 
luctant at first to leave his post in New 
Jersey, the General finally was con- 
vinced the nation needed him. 


Gen. Goethals was chosen to head the 
work, it was explained tonight, for three 
reasons—his capacity, his German de- 
scent, and as a testimonial] to the loy- 
alty of American citizens of Teutonic 
extraction, and because he is considered 
the one man in the United States most 
offensive to Germany. Germany, it has 
bee said, has never forgiven the man 
who constructed the canal when Ger- 
man experts said it could not be accom- 
plished. : 

In their | efforts to persuade Gen. 
Goethals to take charge of building 
the ships, it was pointed out’ that he 
probably would spend before the war 
Was over as much or more than was ex- 
pended in building the canal.

VALUE OF CITY PROPERTY 
FOR TAXATION $652,394, 830 


Net Increase Over 1916 Is $4,265,247 After the 
Board of Equalization Completes Its 
‘Work and Closes Its Session. 


Bessed valuation of real estate, and a 
decrease of $1,907,842 in the assessa- 
ble value of .personal property, com- 
pared with the amounts fixed in 1916, 
Were made by the City Board of 
Equalization, which closed its four 
weeks’ gessions yesterday afternoon. 
The net increase in the assessed val- 
uations of real and personal property 
this year over the fotal of Loth classes 
for last year is $4,265,247 

After net reductions of $1,099,400 


were made by the board on rea] and 
personal property, the assessed valu- 
ation of both classes remains at $615,- 
294,830. The assessed valuation of 
real estate is $521,003,730, compared 
with $514,830,640 jn 1916. The as- 
sessed valuation of personal property 
this year is $94,391,100, which is $1,- 
907,343 lower than the total in 1916. 

Taxes fomthis year will be collect- 
ed on a total of $652,394,830, including 
$37,000,000, representing the estimate 
of assessed valuation to be fixed next 
August by the State Board of Equal- 
ization on the property of railroad 
companies, telegraph ‘cOMpanies and 
like. public service corporations oper- 
ating in St. Louis. 


Realty Valuations Explained. 
Increases in real estate valuations 
are explained by normal] growth in 
values, higher assessments and the 
inclusion of new improvements not 
previously assessed. The decrease in 
the assessed valuation of personal 
property was due in part to the 
board’s reductions, but largely to the 
less liberal returns. 


Among the benefictaries of the 
board’s orders decreasing personal 
assessments were the estates of 
James Gay Butler and Daniel Catlin, 
who died last summer without having 
made returns, and H. Clay Pierce. 
Butler’s assessment was cut from 
$306,000 to $152,500. 


The penalty asseésment levied on the 
personal property of Daniel Catlin was 
lowered from $300,000 to $46,540. Pierce’s 
assessment was reduced from $100,000 
to $50,000. An appeal for a reduction in 
the assessment of $383,280 on the estate 
of Anna Busch was denied. 

Assessments in two large districts and 
on two important buildings were ordered 
by the board. Valuations fixed on all 
property, except new improvements, in 
the district between Meramec street 
and the River des Peres, the Missis- 
sippi River and the city limits on the 
west and southwest, were directed to 
be reduced to the level established in 
1916. This means that the increase of 
$2,503,000. og this property, compared 
with last ‘Year, will be eliminated. Last 
year’s assessments in that district were 
about $5,000,000 higher than in 1914. 

The boarti expressed the belief that 
assessments in this section, which is in 
Carondelet, were “improperly made and 
did a substantial injustice tS the owners 
of property.””. James F. Brady is the 
assessor. 

Market Street Land Values Lowered. 

A reduction of 10 per cent in land 
values on both sides of Market street, 
between the west line of Seventh street 
and the east line of Seventeenth street, 
was also order.

GOVERNMENT SEEKS TO AVERT 
REVENUE LOSS ON WHISKY 


To Meet Warehouse Withdrawals Ef- 
fective Date of New Tax May 
. Be Advanced, 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—To meet 
heavy withdrawals of distilled spirits 
from bonded warehouses in anticipa- 
tion of a raised tax rate in the forth- 
coming war revenue bill, Congress 
probably will be asked to make the ef- 
fective date of the new tax ‘earlier 
than the passage of the measure. Thus 
the Government would obtain increased 
revenue of many million gallons of 
whisky which it would otherwise lose. 

Approximately 210,000,000 gallons of 
whisky is stored at the present time in 
bended . warehouses, subject to with- 
drawal upon the distiller’s order. Of- 
ficlals compare the aituation with that 
in 1904 when the tax rate was raised 
from 90 cents to $1.10 a gallon. Forty 
million gallons were withdrawn then 
between the passage of the act and its 
effective date, the Government losing 
$8,000%00 in revenue. 

Proposals as to the new rate of taxa- 
tion indicate that the tax on whisky 
probably will be raised from $1.10, the 
present rate, to $2 per gallon. This 
would.net the Government an addition 
of gbout $100,000,000 annually. The pres- 
ent rate on beer is $1.50 per barrel, and 
in@ications are that it too will be raised 
to at least $2, increasing the net revenue 
to the Government by approximately 
$15,000,000 annually.

| Private Lawrence Aber, a recent ré- 
cruit. in Company. F, First Regiment 
Missouri Infantry, has the distinction 
of being one of the few survivors of the 
“Princess Pats’ regiment of Canadian 
Infantry, who were almost completely 
wiped out in May, 1916, when holding 
an exposed position in the British line 
before Ypres, France. 

Aber, who is 28 years old, related to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter an account of 
his experiences in Princess Patricia’s 
regiment subsequent to his enlistment 
as a private, in September. 1914. After 
a few weeks of guard duty along the 
Welland Canal. the “Princess Pats,’’ 1200 
strong, sailed from Montreal in Janu- 
ary, 1915, on the Celtic. Arriving at 
Salisbury Plain, the regiment went into 
training, and it was here, Aber said, 
that about 300 men were seized with a 
contagious spinal aflment, caused by an 
unhealthy sanitary condition of the 
camp. Many of them died, he said. 

In April, 1915, the regiment was sent 
to Havre, France, and from there to 
the front. Aber was detailed to. signal 
duty in the front line trenches and saw 
his first action in the low, marshy cqun- 
try near the sea, ‘in the North of 
l’rance. 

No Easy Life. 

not so easy in the trenches, 
“When we woke up 
in the morning everything would be 
frozen up tightly. At noon we would be 
in mud up to our necks. 3 
“After seven weeks’ constant duty in 
the trenches, some of the men’s nerves 
were ‘all shot’ and we got permission 
to .be relieved. One misty morning at 
daybreaw I swam an icy creek on my 
way to the rear.

My -beart, lungs 
and stomach were affecied and I spent 
five weeks in the hogpital.: When I ap- 
plied to rejoin my regiment I was: told 
by an assigning physician in- Havre, 
France, that only 2 survivors had re- 
ported, five of w hom® later died: “That 
night you came in,’ the doctor told me, 
‘the Germans retook the trench.’” _

the rank of Color Sergeants. He’ was 
sent to recruiting duty in DWngland and 
Canada and on Sept. 19, 1916, received an 
honorable discharge. .

_ Cincinnati will have the honor of atart- | 
ing off the 1917 automobile racing. cham- 
pionship with the big race set for Dec+ 
oration day, May 30, at the big Sharon 
ville Speedway. This definite’ {nforma- 
tion has been sent to President Harry 
Leyman of the Cincinnati Speedway, by 
| Secretary Kennerdell of the American 
Automobile Association, with . the 
further declaration that this would be 
the only race run in this section dur- 
ing the year which would count in the 
award for the annual championship. 

It was decided at a meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Cincinnati Speedway 
that the Decoration day race, to be 
designated as the second annual inter- 
national sweepstakes race, will be for a 
distance of 250 miles, instead of 300 miles, 
which was the distance in the opening 
race of the track on Labor ~~ of last 
year.

‘“‘Many of our motor vehicle laws are 
so complex that even a trained lawyer 
has difficulty in .understanding them, 
and the ordinary layman gives up the 
task as hopeless,’”’ comments. Chairman 
Osborne I. Yellott of the A, A. A. 
Legislative Board in the introductory 


of the Uniform Traffic Law. which the 
national organization ef motor car 
owners will offer to its members for 
adoption in their respective States. 
“The fundamental principle as to the 
use of the highways is that every one 
should be permitted the greatest pos- 


sible freedom which is consistent with | 


the rights of others,” continues Mr. 
Yellott, who then goes on to say: ‘“‘Con- 
seyuently every person employing a ve- 
hicle which may cause injury to oth- 
ers, unless reasonable care is used, 
should be compelled by positive provi- 
sions of the law, rigidly enforced, to em- 
ploy a degree of care commensurate 
with the risk involved to others under 
each particular condition which may 
arise. At the same time he should not 
be bound down and hampered by mi- 
Mute restrictions not reasonably neces- 
sary for the protection of other high- 
Way users. 

“For these reasons, fixed speed limits 
and other similar arbitrary require- 
ments are omitted, and for them has 
been substituted a series of rules of the 
road in.the more important of which 
we provide in effect, that wherever 
there is reason to apprehend injury to 
others, the person in charge of the ve- 
hicle shall take especial precautions to 
see that such injury does not occur. 
Under this theory each sitaution which 
arises must make its own law. That 
law is, wherever there is danger of ac-

Leases and Inquiries Fore- 
shadow Marked Activity of 
Realty Market—Big East- 
ern Drug Concern Seeking 
Locations for Chain of 
Stores Here.

The site of the former Krenning home. 
embracing 77x250 feet at 3664 Washington 
boulevard, has been purchased by the 
Sam Koplar Real Hstate and Building 
Co. for improvement with a six-story 
apartment-hotel building to cost $200,- 
000. The negotiations for the purchase 
were conducted by Sam Hamburg Jr., 
vice president of the Koplar company. 

Construction of the building will be- 
gin immediately upon the completion of 
the eight-story hotel being built by 
the Koplar company on Berlin avenue, 
near Union boulevard. 

The Washington avenue bullding will 
be financed through the Rosenbaum- 
Hauschulte Real Estate Co., with which 
Hamburg is identified. 

As the third building of magnitude an- 
nounced for this section of the city 
within the last 30 days, the Washington 
avenue building plans are of more than 
ordinary interest, especially in view of 
the fact that the Koplar company as 
upbuilders ranks second to none in St. 
Louis. 

Big Neighbor Improvements. 

The other projects contemplate a 
13-story building for the University Club 
at the northwest corner of Grand and 
Washington avenues, ground for which 
has already been broken, and an 18 
story hotel for the southeast corner of 
Grand avenue and Olive street, togeth- 
er with the reconstruction of the Play- 
ers’ Theater. 

The site purchased by the Koplar com- 
pany is within throwing distance of the 
site of the new University Club builld- 
ing and otherwise is attractive for the 
purpose for which it has been acquired. 

_The price paid for the site has not 
been made public, but it is understood 
that Hamburg outbid several would-be 


| buyers. 


Isaac T. Cook is the promoter of 
the University Club building, while 
Louis A. Cella, president of the South- 
ern Real Estate & Financial Co., is 
behind the 18-story hotel project. 

Although comparatively few an- 
nouncements were made, it is under- 
stood that a number of important 


-leases were concluded during the 


week for quarters for both retail and 
wholesale purposes. Inquiries rel- 
ative to locations for local as well as 
foreign interests give promise of ac- 
tivity in this department for some 
time to come. 

Chain Drug Stores Projected. 
The Owl Drug Co., a mammotn retail

Options are said to have been ob- 
tained on several eligible locations in 
downtown St. Louis, including the 
northwest corner of Seventh and Olive 
streets, in the Central National Bank 
Building, for the projected stores. Ow- 
ing to its strategical advantages, the 
most elaborate of the sextette of stores 
ie being planned for the Seventh and 
Olive streets corner, which will be on 
@ scale rivaling that of the company’s 
store on State street in Chicago, for 
which is paid on annual rental of $50,- 
000. Other corners being discussed in 
this connection include the northwest 
corner of Seventh and Locust streets 
and the northwest corner of Seventh 
street and Washington avenue, both of 
which are vacant or only temporarily 
occupled. 

Among the locations in sutives St. 
Louis desired by the company are the 
southwest corner of Grand avenue and 
Olive street, and the northwest corner 
of Grand and Washington avenues, the 
latter being emopraced in the site of 
the new University Club Building now 
under construction.

GENERAL PURPOSE BIRDS 
BEST FOR THE FAMILY 


Federal Expert Tells Breeds of 
Chickens for Small Flock and 
How to Care for Them. 


For the family that wishes to keep 
poultry for home consumption rather 
than for the market, the so-called gen- 
eral purpose breeds are better suited 
than what are known as the egg-laying 
breeds, says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Plymouth Rocks, 
Wyandottes, Rhode Island Reds and Or- 


pingtons are all good varieties for the 
average person who does not intend to 
2c into the poultry business on a consid- 
erable scale. These breeds are good lay- 
ers and they also make good table poult 
try. Furthermore, they will hatch their 
own eggs and brood their own chickens, 
whereas the Leghorns and other breeds 
of the egg-laying class do not sit, and 
the use of expensive incubators and 
brooders is necessary in order to per- 
petuate these flocks. 

The prime essentials for a small poul- 
try house are fresh air, dryness, sun- 
light, arid space enough to keep the birds 
For the general-purpose 
breeds about four square feet of floor 
space should be allowed for each bird. 
The fowls should also have as much out- 
side space as possible to run in. If 
this area is too small the ground quickly 
becomes foul and in time makes it diffi- 
cult to rear chickens with good suc- 
cess. 

In order to avoid foulness it is ad- 
visable to divide the lot and to. sow part 
of it to the quick-growing grains such as 
oats, wheat or rye. The hens are turned 
onto the growing grain when it is a few 
inches high. Under this method the 
yards may be changed every three .or 
four weeks during the growing season. 
A combination that has proved success- 
ful consists of six or seven buphels of 
equal parts of oats and wheat to the 
acre, wheat alone being used for the 
lust seeding in the fall.. For the conven; 
fence of those who have only small areas 
at their disposal, it may be stated that 
an acre contains 43,560 square feet. 

To secure a satisfactory number of 
eggs, the fowls should be fed both a dry 
mash and a scratch ration. The dry 
mash may consist of equal parts of corn- 
meal, bran, middlings and beef scrap. 
This should be kept before the birds in 
a hopper all the time. A good scratch 
ration is made up of equal parts of corn, 
wheat and oats, fed in a litter four to 
five inches deep, twice dally. It is de- 
sirable that the birds should eat about 
as much of this as of the mash. This 
means feeding about one quart of mixed 
grain dafly to 12 Plymouth Rock hens 
or to 14 Leghorns, and an equal weight 
of mash. Usually waste table products 
will also be available, and these may 
be made up into a moist mash in place 
of the dry mash. In this case the table 
scrap, if it contains much meat, is sub- 
stituted for the beef scrap. If it does 
not contain any considerable portion of 
meat it should merely be added to the 
dry mash already described. 


Incubators Save 
Time and Labor 


Some poultry raisers still have trouble 
with incubators. It requires some de- 


gree of skill tc operate them .The 
claim of some makers that their incu- 
bators are foolproof is not justified. It 
requires some degree of care and intel- 
ligence, also labor, to care for them, } 
but probably not more than to care 
properly for sitting hens, and the labor 
is less if one is raising chicks in any 
considerable number. 

The first rule is to follow the printt 
ed directions of the maker. The sec- 
ond rule is to put hatchable eggs in 
“Disregard of these rules 
probably causes most of the trouble. 

The incubator is the only practicable 
method of raising chicks on a remuner- 
ative basis if you raise large numbers. 
Eggs can be handled in incubators at a 
fraction of the time and labor involved 
in caring for an equal number of them 
under hens, and the labor is more pleas- 
ant. The cost: of incubators and oil is 
also much less than that represented by 
the capital tied up in oroody hens and 
in the food they consume. The incuba- 
tor is always ready when the eggs are, 
while the hen is not.

Last Christmas my wife found some 
Barred Rocks at a & and ex- 


pressed the wish to keep three of them Ret 


and see if she could get eggs to help out 
in feeding the family. They were to 
be eaten if not profitable. I fixed a dry 
goods box for their roost and gave then: 
an inclosed lot, 6x10 feet, she got the 
first egg Jan. 1, and up to March 20 ha» 
only failed one day to get eggs. In 79 
days the total was 16 eggs. 

Why such results? One end of the lit- 
tle inclosure, 4x5 feet, is kept with six

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refuse. Here the broken grain is fed 
them morning and evening; 10 cents’ 
worth of oats were purchased - and 
sowed thickly in drills and when six 
inches high were pulled up and fed to 
them twice a day—they eat roots and 
all.

in Missouri, and to seek out and place

has revived discussion here as to the 
probable personnel of the commis- 
sion. 

The Governor on several occasions 
has announced his intention of nam- 
ing Cornelius Roach, former Secre- 
tary of State, chairman of the com- 
mission at a salary of $4000 a year. 
Roach has not agreed to accept the 
position, but his friends here believe 
that’ he will take it. When the bill 
was under consideration in the Leg- 
islature an effort was made in the 
Senate to amend it to have only one 
commiesioner, at a salary of $6000 a 
year. This was understood to be for 
the purpose of making a more desir- 
able place for Roach. 

Opposition to Appointments. 

Opposition to Roach’s appointment 
has developed, and was even notice- 
able when the bill creating the com- 
mission was under consideration. The 
opposition is based principally on 
Roach’s record as a member of the 
State Board of Equalization for the 
eight years he was Secretary of State. 

Under the Constitution the duty of 
equalizing assessments is placed with 
the State Board of Equalization, and 
the Tax Commission can only recom- 
mend to the board the result of its in- 
vestigations. 

The board, during the period Roach 
Was a member, accomplished nothing 
toward equalizxtion of assessments, al- 
though it was notorious that property 
in the counties of the State was as- 
sessed at from only 10 to 40 per cent of 
its actual value, while St. Louis prop- 
erty was assessed at approximately 70 
per ¢ent of its value. Roach’s op- 
ponents insist they cannot reconcile his 
record on the board with the duties 
provided for a Tax Commissioner. 

The defense offered by Roach and the 
other members of the board was that 
all the members had their duties as 
State officials and had no time to in- 
vestigate assessments in the counties, 
and that they could not make radical 
changes without detailed information. 
They say that the Tax Commission bill 
provides the machinery for such inves- 
tigations and that the board can act on 
its reports intelligently. 

Judge’s Rebuke to 1909 Board. 

Roach, former Gov. Major and for- 
mer Auditor Gordon, who were mem- 
bers of the board in 1909, were subjected 
to a rebuke by Judge Elmer B. Adams 
of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, in an opinion, for their failure 
to carry out the provisions of the law. 

Herbert 8S. Hadley, who then was 
Governor and a member of the board, 
offered a resolution to assess all prop- 
erty at actual value. James Cowgill, 
the State Treasurer, voted with him, but 
Roach, Major and Gordon voted against 
the resolution. 

The matter came before Judge Adams 
on a writ of mandamus brought by 
holders of bonds of Macon County, 
where the Assessor refused to assess

TS American brains, not American 
brawn or American dollars, that 
the allies in Europe are counting on 

3 to bring the great war to a victert- 
ous end. 

“We wonder what Edison is doing?’ 
was the first comment that came out of 
Europe when President Wilson had asked 
Congress to cast the lot of the United 
States with the entente. 

Edison in Europe typifies American in- 
ventive genius. France and England know that there 
are a hundred Edisons in the United States and that 
any one of them is likely to draw from his brain an 
artifice that will greatly accelerate the coming of peace. 

America’s reputation for ingenuity in war devices 
comes to it honestly. Consider for a moment, the sub- 
marine, the armored battleship, the mine, the machine 
gun, the revelver, the telephone, the telegraph, the cate;- 
pillar traction engine, anesthesia—all are American in- 
ventions. 

_ Germany has been credited with great ingenuity, but 
Germany is not inventive—it is an improver on the de- 
vices of others. Probably the two greatest agencies in 
the offensive of the the Teutons are submarines and 
machine guns—American ideas developed and improved 
by the Germans. Even the wonderful com- 


Mines, submarines, torpedoes, machine guns, armored battle- 
ships, in fact, almost everything used by the fighting 
forces of Europe, is of American origin—Allies ex- 
pect American brains to revolutionize conduct of the 


great war. 


War that they came into practical use. Robert White- 
head, an English engineer, and Capt. Howell of the 
American Navy are responsible for the automobile tor- 
pedo, now employed by all the navies of the world. Thus 
it can be seen that all phases of undersea fighting had 
their inception in America. 


Aeroplanes, Hydroplanes, Balloons. 


While balloons were known even in the Middle Ages, 
it was two residents of Philadelphia, D. Rittenhouse and 
F. Hopkinson, who first used gas for inflation. James 
Wilcox, a carpenter, made the first ascension in a hy- 
drogen-gas-inflated balloon, and it is from this flight 
that modern ballooning dates. While the usefulness of 
balloons has been limited in war, it is employed largely

‘the repeating idea until 1877, whem the 
Turks, who had been supplied with Amer- 
ican rifles, showed the immense advan- 
tage of the United States arm over the 
single-firer used by the Russians. From 
that time on thg magazine rifle has been 
the only one recognized throughout the 
world for military purposes. 


The pistol with the revolving barrel 

was first perfected by an American, E. H. 

Collies, in 181%. after many years of experiments Sam- 

uel Colt of Hartford, Conn., patented the Colt revolver, 

which is the méodel for all revolvers in use by the armies 

of the world today. The hammerless pistol, the auto- 

matic, hair-trigger, safety and: other devices are also 
developments attributed to American inventive genius. 


Avtillery ‘end Machine Gun. 


The Gatling gun invented by John Gatling of North 
Carolina, just before the Civil War, is the father of all 
the present-day machine guns, rapid-firers, etc. Orig- 
inally it was a sort of revolving rifle, the 10 barrels of 
which were set around an axis and fired in turn when 
brought into position by the revolving mechanism. It 
was taken up by the British and French 
at once, and with slight improvements con-

The American Civil War saw the intro-

genunity. While European inventors had 
been planning undersea boats for many - 
years, it was not until Robert Fulton took a hand in 
the work between 1796 and 1810 that any prac- 
tical results were accomplished. His perfected craft 
“was eighty feet long, had armor plating on the 
top and was actuated by .a steam motor, whose 
silent operation gave the boat its name—The Mute. 
Fulton, however died before the trials of the 
submarine were completed. It was not until the 
American Civil War that an attempt was made to use 
the submarine in war. One of these craft sank the Fed- 
eral gunboat Housatonic in Charleston harbor, with a 
spar torpedo, but sank itself with all on board. The 
Holland submarine, invented by J. P. Holland of Pat- 
terson, N. J., may be considered the parent of the sub- 
marines now in operation. A notable feature of the 
boat was a dynamite gun (also an American invention). 
It was the successful performance of the Holland sub- 
marine that led Great Britain to begin the construction 
of its undersea flotilla. 

Then came the improved submarine of Simon Lake 
of Bridgeport, Conn. Although it was not as fast as the 
@olland, it had many valuable qualities and the United 
Atates Government authorized the construction of sev- 
eral of the boats. Seon afterwards Russia purchased 
some of them. The submarines now used by Germany 
with such disastrous effect are developments of the 
Fulton, Lake and Holland models. 

Submarine mines and torpedoes were first used during 
the Civil War. The wonderful ingenuity of the Con- 
federates in the use of self-acting and controlled mines 
was in a large measure responsible for the prolonging 
of the war. The first submarine mines were built by 
Robert Fulton, bug ao war use of them was made until 
1862. 

The initial experiments in torpedoes may also be 
traced to Robert Fulton, but it was not until the Civil 
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in observation work. In the American Civi] War bal- 
loons were used for the first time in connection with 
military movements. In 1861 McClellan had a balloon 
corps attached to hig armies. 

About the aeroplane I’ttle need be said. Throughout 
the civilized world the Wright brothers, Orville and Wil- 
bur, of Dayton, O., are recognized as the inventors of the 
useful heavier-than-air machine. Probably no greater 
part in the war is being taken by any military branch 
than the flying corps. England, Germany and France 
have made improvements on the Wright patents, but the 
basic idea of this, probably the greatest war invention 
of modern times, is American. The hydroplane, of 
course, is an outgrowth of the Wright conception. It 
woultl be useless to dilate on American ingenuity in 
connection with aeroplanes. The details are known even 
to children. 


Revolvers and Rifles. 


The magazine rifle now carried by all the armies of 
the world is an American invention, dating from 1849. 
For three decades before that date the general arm in 
use was the breech-loader, also first produced in the 
United States. Rifled firearms existed in the Middle 
Ages, but were not seen in war until late in the sev- 
enteenth century, when they made their appearance to 
a limited extent on European battlefields. In 1811 an 
American named Hall produced a breech-loading rifle 
which was used during the war with England. For the 
next 50 years Europe experimented with many makes 
of rifles, but none of them gave general satisfaction and 
no two countries had the same type of arm. 

In the meantime, in 1840, Colt brought out his repeat- 
ing rifle. In 1860 it was followed with improved types 
by Henry and Spencer. In 1867 the Henry was improved 
and renamed the Wiaaewer. Europe did not accept

The Care of the Wounded. 

Undoubtedly the greatest contribution of American in- 
genuity to war is anesthesia. Think for a moment of the 
number of limbs that are amputated after a great bat- 
tle and other excruciatingly painful operations that are 
performed. In the eld days a man’s leg was sawed 
off while he was fully conscious and the stump seared 
te prevent further flow of blood. Of course, thousands 
and thousands died of shock as a result. Through the 
use of anesthetics few men who suffer the amputation 
of an arm or leg die—at any rate few die from the shock. 


While Sir Humphrey Davy as early as 1800 observed 
the anesthetic qualities of nitrous oxide (laughing gas), 
it was Dr. Horace Wells, a dentist of Hartford, Conn.. 
who put the theory to practical use in 1844. He had 
himself rendered insensible by nitrous oxide while a 
tooth was being extracted. Another dentist, Dr. W. T. G. 
Morten’ of Boston, soon followed with its use in several 
cases. These achievement marked a new era in surgery. 


American surgepns have been im the forefront with 
discoveries in sanitation, hygiene and care of the wound- 
ed that have saved thousands of lives. American dent- 
istry has reached such a point of perfection that entire 
faces of soldiers have been practically remade. 

Barbed wire, of which so great use is being made, is 
an American invention, and so is the intrenching tool 
employed by_ all the belligerants.

He talked pol- 
itics to us, saying: . 

“If the Kaiser should die and the conserva- 
tive Crown Prince come into power and ap- 
point a junker ministry it would mean the 
ruin of Germany and the pursuit of a reckless 
policy of annexation. The Kaiser and the 
greater part of intelligent Germany do_ not 
wish to keep Belgium or Northern France.

Almost coincident 
with the overthrow of the Romanoff 
dynasty a@ message was dispatched to 
her in far-off Siberia by the new Gov- 
ernment inviting her to return to 
Russia, 


Mme. Breshkovsky has given up vir- 
tually everything but her life for the 
cause of Russian freedom and her 
writings and sayings make it perfectly 
clear that she would willingly have 
given even that if called upon to do so. She is @ 
daughter of a Russian nobleman and began to take note 
of the condition of Russia’s poorer classes when a tiny 
girl. At 19 she associated herself with a group of Lib- 
eralists in Petrograd; she returned home and opened @ 
school for peasants. When she was 26 she severed all 
ties, even those of a husband and child, and went forth 
among the peasants dressed in their attire, to spread 
her gospel. . 

She did not do this for long. She was arrested and 
after first being cast into an unspeakably vile dungeon, 
was removed to a prison cell in Petrograd. The cell 
was nine feet long by five feet wide, and she never left 
it for more than two years. d 

Mme. Breshi:ovsky and the other politicals in the 
prison formed a ‘club,’ the menvbers of which communt- 
cated with one ancther by rapping on the pipes which 
ran through their cells. Finally they were brought to 
trial, and inthe article which follows Mme. Breshkovsky 
tells of her trial, her terrible journey to Siberia with 
scores of other unfortunates, her attempt to escape in 
bitterly cold weather, her capture and punishment and 
ker release and first return to Russia.

N 1878 we were tried. One. hundred had died 

or gone insane. We 193 were packed into a 

little hall. Over half had belonged to our club, 

~ and I'had a strange shock as I now looked at 

these clubmates with whom I had daily talked. 

White, thin and crippled, but still the same 

stout hearts. We nerved each other to refuse to 

be tried, for the trial we knew was to be a farce, with a 

special jury of only seven, of whom but one was a 

peasant, and with a Judge appointed by the Czar. They 

divided us into groups of ten or fifteen; the trials last- 

ed half a year. When my turn came I protested against 

this farce; for this I was at once taken out and my prison 

term was lengthened to five years as hard labor convict 

in the mines. My term served, I was a Siberian exile 
for life. 

Secretly at night, to avoid a demonstration, 10 of us 
were led out. Other tens followed on successive nights. 
In the street below were 11 ‘‘telegas’—heavy hooded ve- 
hicles with three horses each. Into one I was placed, 
a stout gendarme squeezed in on each side, to remain 
there two months. Just before my knees sat the driver. 


We went off at a gallop, and our 5000-mile journey be-’ 


gan. The Great Siberian Road was feelingly described 
by Mr. Kennan. A succession of bumps of all sizes; 
our springless telegas jolted and bounced; my two big 
gendarmes lurched; our horses continually galloped, for 
they were changed every few hours; we bounced often 
a whole week without stopping over 10 minutes-day or 
night; we suffeted that peculiar agony that comes from 
long lack of sleep. Our officer ordered the gendarmes 
never to leave us. At times we women held shawls be- 
tween the gendarmes and our friends. Three wives who 
had come to share their husbands’ exile were treated the 
same. We were all dressed in convict clothes. The men 
had also heavy chains on feet and wrists; their heads 
were partly shaved. Our officer kept the money given 
him by our anxious friends at home, and gave us each 
the Government allowance of 41-2 cents a day. For 
sleep, we were placed in the etapes (wayside prisons). 
Mr. Kennan has well described the cells—reeking, crawl- 
ing, infected with scurvy, consumption and typhoid. They 
had log walls roughly covered with plaster, often red 
from vermin killed by tormented sleepers. The air was 
invariably noisome from the open excrement tubs; the 
long bench on which we slept had no bedclothes. Through 
the walls we heard the endless jangling of fetters, the 
moaning of women, the cries of sick babies. On the 
walls were a mass of inscriptions, names of friends who 
bad gone before us, news of deatr and insanity, and 
shrewd bits of advice for outwitting the gendarmes. 
Some were freshly cut, but one worm-eaten love poem 
looked a century old. For along this Great Siberian 
Road over a million men, women and children have 
dragged, 250,000 since 1875, people from every social 
class; murderers and degenerates side by side with 
tender girls who were exiled through the jealous wife 
of some petty town official. 

You keep asking me for scenes and stories. But you 
see we were thinking of our dream and did not notice 
so much the life outside. Did any die? Yes, one by 
typhoid. Our officer rushed the sufferer on at full gal- 
lop, until his delirious cries from the jolting vehicle 
so roused our protests that he was left in the Irkutsk 
Prison, where he died. Were there any children? Yes, 
one little wife had a baby 10 months old, but the rest of 
us did all we could to help her, and the child survived. 
Friends to say good-by? Ah, let me think. Yes—as we 
gassed through Krasnoyarsk a student’s old mother 
had come from a distance to see him. She caught but a 
glimpse, the gendarmes jerked him back into the ve- 
hicle and they galloped on. As I came by I.saw her 
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Grandmother of the Russian revolution, with scores of 
her compatriots, conveyed 5000 miles in three horse 
vehicles with hardly a stop and in bitterly cold weather 
—Her work in the Siberian mines, how she attempted 
to escape, was captured, and kept for more than three 
years in the “black hole’ of her prison — ::

On reaching the Kara mines I found that the prison 
year was but eight months, and that my 40 months in 
prison had been taken from my 48-month sentence. So 
having stayed 10 months, I left Kara—as I then hoped— 
forever. I was taken to Barguzin, a bleak little group 
of huts near the Arctic Circle. We arrived in February, 
45 degrees below zero. I began to look for work. Seein€ 
a few forlorn little children I proposed a school. The 
police agent forbade me, and showed his police rules from 
St. Petersburg, which forbid an exiled doctor to heal 
the sick or an exiled minister to comfort the dying. 
No educated person may use his powers to improve his 
hamlet. (Many politicians have hired out as laborers 
to the Cossacks at 5 cents a day.) Here were three 
young students, ‘‘administrative’’ exiles, exiled for life 
without a trial because suspected by some gendarme or 
spy. We decided to escape, and searched two years for 
a guide to lead us a thousand miles to the Pacific. We 
found a bent old peasant who had made the journey 
years before. With him we set out one night, leading 
four pack horses. We soon found the old man useless. 
We had maps and a compass, but these did little good

in the Taiga, that region of forest crags and steep 
ravines, where we walked now toward heaven and now 
to the region below. Often I watched my poor stupid 
beast go rolling and snorting down a ravine, hoping as 
he passed each tree that the next would stop his fall. 
Then for hours we would use all our arts and energies 
to drag and coax him up. It was beautiful weather by 
day but bitterly cold by night. We had hard-tack to 
eat, also pressed tea and a little tobacco. So we walked 
and climbed about 600 miles; in a straight line per- 
haps 200. 

Meanwhile the police had searched in vain. The 
Governor had telegraphed to St. Petersburg, and from 
there the command had come that we be found at any 
cost. The plan adopted was characteristic of the sys- 
tem. -Fifty neighboring farmers were seized (in harvest 
time) and were exiled from farms and families until they 
brought us back. After weeks of search they found us 
in the Apple Mountains. Their leader shouted across a 
ravine that unless we gave in they must keep on our 
trail and escape was impossible. As we went back, 
around each of us rode 10 armed men. 

The three students were sent in different directions 
up into the worst of the Arctic wilderness—Yakutsk. 
Here each slept in a little “yurt” (mud hut), with wild 
Mongolians and their cattle, sealed in winter, stifling, 
lined thick with rotting straw, rags and animal filth. 
If the exile walked out to breathe, the watchful natives 
dragged him back. To such yurts two young girl friends 
of mine, Rosa Frank and Vera Sheftel, students from 
the medical college at St. Petersburg, were sent each 
alone and spent years without a word from civilized 
people. In such places even men have gone insane. But 


- a woman of broad education and- deep 


a hard-labor convict, and having 
again escaped, is today renewing the 
struggle. 

As punishment for my attempt I 
was sentenced to four years at hard 
labor in Kara and to 40 blows of the 
-lash. Into my cell a physician came to 
see if I were strong enough to live 
through the agony. I saw at once that, 
afraid to flog a woman political with- 
out precedent, by this trick of de 
claring me too sick to be punished 
they wanted to establish the ‘prece- 
dent of the sentence in order that others might be 
flogged in the future. I insisted that I was strong 
enough, and that the court had no right to record such a 
sentence unless they flogged me at once. The sentence 
Was not carried out. ”. 

Back in Kara I rejoiced to meet 17 women politicals, 
with whom I lived in four low cells. Here we had books 
and writing materials and were quite comfortable, dis- 
cussing the future struggle for Russia’s freedom. 

A few weeks later eight of the men politicals escaped 
in pairs, leaving dummies in their places. As the guards 
never took more than a hasty look into that noisome cell, 
they did not discover the ruse for weeks. Then mouwfed 
Cossacks rode out. The man hunt spread. Some of the 
fugitives struggled through jungles, over mountains aid 
through swamps a thousand miles to Vigdivostok, saw 
the longed-for American vessels, and there on the docks 
were recaptured. All were brought back to Kara. 

For this we were all punished. One morning the Cos- 
sack guards entered our cells, seized us, tore off our 
clothes and dressed us in convict suits alive with vermin. 
That scene cannot be described. One of us attempted 
suicide. Taken to an old prison, we were thrown into 
the “black holes’’—foul little stalls off a low grimy hall 
which -contained two big stoves and two little windows. 
Each of us had a stall 6 feet by 5. On winter nights the 
stall doors were left open for heat, but in summer each 
was locked at night in her own black hole. For three 
months we did not use our bunks but fought with candles 
and pails of scalding water, until at last the vermin were 
all killed. We had been put on the “black hole diet” of 
black bread and water. For three years we never 
breathed the outside air. We struggled constantly 
against the outrages inflicted on us. After one outrage 
we lay like a row of dead women for nine days with- 
out touching food, until certain promises were finally 
exacted from the Warden. This “hunger strike” was 
used repeatedly. To thwart it we were often bound 
hand and foot while Cossacks tried to force food down 
our throats. 

Kara grew worse after I left. To hint at what hap- 
pened I tell’ briefly the story of my dear friend Maria, 
refinement. 
Shortly after my going, Maria saw Mme. Sigida strike 
an official who had repeatedly insvited the women. 
Two days later she watched Sigida die, moaning “and 
bleeding from the lash; that night she saw three women 
commit suicide as a protest to the world; she knew that 
20 men attempted suicide on the night following, and 
she determined to double the protest by assassinating the 
Governor of Trans-Baikal, who had ordered Sigida’s 
fiogging. At this time Maria was pregnant. Her prison 
term over, she left her husband and walked hundreds 
of miles to the Governor’s house and shot him. She 
spent three months in a cold, dirty “secret cell,” not 
long enough to lie down in or high enough to stand up 
in, wearing the cast-off suit of a convict, sleeping on the 
bare floor and tormented by vermin, she was then sen- 
tenced to be hanged. She hesitated now whether to 
save the life of her unborn child. She knew that if 
she revealed her condition her sentence would be changed 
to imprisonment. She decided to keep silent and sacri- 
fice her child, that when the execution was over and 
her condition was discovered, the effect on Russia might 
be still greater. Her condition, however, became ape 
parent, and she was started off to the Irkutsk Prison. 
It was midwinter, 40 below zero. She walked. She wag 
given no overcoat and no boots, until some commons 
criminals in the column gave her theirs. Her child wags 
born dead in prison and soon after she, too, died. 

Meanwhile I had been taken to Selenzgiensk, a little 
Buriat hamlet on the frontier of China, where Mr. Kene 
nan met me. 

Kennan speaks of her in these words: ‘Her face bore 
traces of much suffering, and her thick, dark, wavy hair, 
cut short in prison at the mines, was streaked here an@ 
there with gray. But not hardship nor exile, nor penag 
servitude had been able to break her brave, finely 
tempered spirit, or to shake her convictions of honor oF 
duty. * * * There was not another educated womaB 
within a hundred miles; she was separated for = 
from her family and friends. and she had, it seemed te 
me, nothing to look forward to except asfew years niore 


or less of hardship and privation, and at last burial in‘ 


a lonely graveyard beside the Selenga River. * * * 
The unshaken courage with which this unfortunate 
woman contemplated her dreary future, and the faith she 
manifested in the ultimate triumph of liberty in her 
native country were as touching as they were heroic. 
Almost the lasé words she said to me were: “Mr. Kennan, 
we may die in exile and our children may died in exile, 
and our children’s children may die in exile, but some- 
thing must come of it at last!” 

The seven years that followed, she continued, were 
the hardest of the 23, for I spoke to but a few politicals 
who stopped there several weeks. In winter—from 20 t 
50 below zero—I used to put my chair up on the brica 
stove and sit with my head close to the thatch. (Henge

destroyers to be sent to the 
bottom of the sea. He is scarcely known 
to fame, though his achievements give him 
high rank among the world’s inventors. 

His name is William Dubelier and he 
has a little shop at 434 Canal street, New 
York City. He is but a trifle more 
than five feet tall, 28 years old, with large brown 
eyes, olive complexion and a maze of thick black curis 
scattered over a round head. He talks modestly and 
laughs easily. 

The Patent Office at Washington has credited him with 
100 inventions, most of which have to do with wireless 
and telephone apparatus. First, however, let us con- 
sider his submarine “listener,” a microphone with a 
radius of 75 miles that might have ended the submarine 
menace forever but for an unforeseen circumstance. 

“I wish,’ said Dubelier, with a laugh, “you could have 
seen us catehing German submarines from Cherbourg. 
So easy. The Frenchmen had the idea, but they had 
not carried it quite far enough. I happened to have 
developed a microphone to a higher degree of sensi- 
tiveness than any of the others. I took it over. With 
Prof. Tissot of the University of 
Paris I placed it under water at . 

a fortified place on the coast. 


His own machine had caught 
the sounds of passing submarines 
some miles away; but these were 
mixed with all sorts of other 
sounds that travel under water. 
so they were too confused to fol- 
low. My microphone could be 
tuned up to a far higher pitch, 
so as to register the keen whine 
of the submarine sneaking under 
water for her prey—and to register nothing elise. 

“You know she moves, when submerged, by electric 
power; hence the whine. You hear the same thing any 
time you pass an electric motor. The slots across the 
armature of the motor accumulate tiny bubbles of air as 
the motor spins around. These bubbles are shot off as 
drops of water would be shot off a whirling wheel. They 
really patter along in a series of staccato explosions, 
but the high speed runs them all together so that the 
sounds are blended into a whine. 

“Now you see how easy it was. Any time a subma- 
rine came within 75 miles her characteristic whine was 
picked up by two microphones three miles apart. By 
triangulating the exact points at which the sounds were 
clearest we had the spot she was then passing. The 
same observation five minutes later and we could tell 
just what course she was running on and her rate of 
speed. Nothing could be easier or surer. Then we'd 
wireless to the nearest destroyer: ‘Submarine in Square 
No. 567’—they have the sea all plotted in squares— 
‘going S. S. W., nine miles an hour.’ That was all. The 
destroyer would lay a course, find her, loaf along and 
wait for her to come up. A couple of shells would do 
the rest.” 

Dubelier shook his curly head sadly, as if the memory 
of hope deferred was wearying him. He had hoped for 
a perfect score. 

“Oh, the Germans found gut after awhile,’’ he re- 
sumed. ‘Deo you remember that they stopped submarin- 
ing for three months after the sinking of the Lusitania’ 
And folks thought ft was because of the protest our 
Government made? We had another opinion. Our peo- 
ple had picked up 48 submarines with our little micro- 
phone that could hear them singing on their way to do 
murder, and then they called the rest of their assassin 
flotilla home out of danger. 

“And then? 
been an assistant of Prof. Tissot for 18 years. He had 
a good French name, too. No one suspected him. He 
heard us discuss everything at Cherbourg. After three 
months he disappeared. And when the German subma- 
rines began to come out soon after that they no longer 
whined. We could not hear a ghost of,a sound. 

“You see, when you turn your slots diagonally across 
the face of the revolving armature of the motor, the air 
bubbles flow easily from the end of one slot into the 
beginning of the next. Therefore there is no pop; there- 
fore no whine. The singing submarine becomes as silent 
as a moth.” 

“Have you any device now for detecting a submarine 
under water?” he.was asked. 

“f can say nothing,” replied Dubilier. Somehow he 
did not look distressed. Nor can this page say anything 
further. ; 

At present Dubelier is busy with a machine that takes 
the place of the old-fashioned Leyden jar as a condenser 
for the wireless and makes it tmpossible for the concus- 
sion of battle to put it out of business. Said Dubelier: 

“We're making them as fast as we can for the Navy 
Department; yes, OUR Navy Department, of course. 
They'll never strike one of our ships dumb, as they did 
the two or three British fighting ships that were lost 


with all hands in the battle of Jutland because they 


@ould not call for help.”

Well, there was a man with us who had- 
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The Dubelier invention will make it pessible for Amer- 
jean battleships to talk by wireless during a battle, no 
matter how heavy the gun fire is. It has been the 
experience im battle that the air concussions have ren- 
dered wireless almost useless and heavy smoke has 
made ordinary signaling difficult. 

Dubelier was born in Vienna, but was brought to 
America when only 1 year old and brought up on the 
east side. He thus descrifed his early career: 

“I call myself 45 years old because for the last 16 
years I’ve worked double shifts. Began with school from 
9 to 3; then New York Tetephone Co. from § to 12 at 
night. Then I got a job with the Western Electric. I 
was a sweeper at $6 a week till I told the boss that if 
he’d get me a Wheatstone bridge I’d test instruments 
he was paying two boys to lug over to another shop and 

, back afterward. After that [ did the 
testing. The boss raised me to $8 a 
week, and the other boys ran me off 
the place because they’d been there @ 
long time and got no raise. I got 
another job, and went on studying 
electricity at Cooper Union.” 


Dubelier made his first bid for fame 
in Seattle seven years ago when he 
talked with Tacoma, 27 miles away, by 
a wireless telephone of his own itf¥en- 
tion. Three hundred telephones re- 
ceive at one time on the tuning ap 
paratus he has contrived. He organized a $500,000 com- 
pany to operate it in Seattle and a bigger one in Russia. 

“But please don’t call me an inventor,”’ he begged. 
“I’m an engineer and glad of it. But an inventor— 
pshaw! It’s like the barber and the chiropodist-—always 
a professor.” 

“How do you keep the wireless of the- warship from 
being struck dumb?” he was asked. ' 

“Oh, that’s perfectly simple when you get to it,” he 
replied. “You see, the ordinary wireless apparatus has 
a sending outfit of 16 delicate Leyden jars. The electric 
current collects and adheres to the tinfoil in them, and 
as long as the jars:stand up the sending goes on. But 
if only one glass jar cracks—good-night! Your warship 
is all alone. My scheme is easy—just use layers of 
mica, placed inside of this frame of aluminum. One of 
these machines does the work of four Leyden jars, and 
lasts for years. We're making them now for our Navy 
Department. No one else can have them. Spies! Let 
them spy. Anybody is welcome to take one of these jars 
apart, and he may look as far as he likes, and he’ll never 
discover how to make one like it.” 

“How far can we talk by wireless””’ 

“I won’t try to answer that,” he said simply. “You 
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see; I haven’t worked much for distance. It would sound 
extravagant to say what I think. But I’ve got my 
short-distance wireless in good shape—weighs less than 
half what other wireless telephones weigh. Creat stuff 
for aeroplanes directing artillery fire, works clear as a 
bell. 

“Artillery smashing trenches is the whole business 
of modern warfare on land. You have your big guns 
at least five miles back, so as to send up a plunging 
fire that will dive into the trenches and pulverize them. 
Your aviator watches every shot amd directs the next 
by wireless. The distance between trenches is not more 
than 200 yards: so you have to be very accurate with 
your curtain of fire that goes before a charge, or you'll 
finish your own men. Our small, light, wireless tele- 
phone will give us a big advantage im field opera‘tons.” 

Dubelier thinks that there are several German sub 
mariges off“the American coast at the present time. He 
believes that there is an oil and supply base for the 
U-boats somewhere near the three-mile limit. Says he: 

“It was well known that they had supplies of oil and 
other stuff hidden under water off the coast of Great 
Britain. I’ve heard the English talk about them—wait- 
ing at the rat-hole.. They'd hide near by, well hidden. 
and when a German submarine came up and made fast 
and was i busy 
pumping in a sup- 
ply of oil they'd 
simply jump out 
and get her. 

“The method of 
hiding a supply 
depot is very 
easy. They have 
a big tank, say as 
big as this room, 
and build anvther 
tank around it 
with an air space 
between the two 
walls of steel. The 
inner tank is full 
of oil. It is swung 
down into the sea 
from a harmless tramp steamer in some lonely bay 
just before dawn. When it has been towed to its anchor 
age, water is let in and the tank sinks. It is marked 
with an ‘innocent-looking buoy. 

“The German submarine arrives; peeps around with 
her periscope. If the coast is clear, she goes in, picks 
up a pipe marked by the buoy, pumps out water and lets 
in air between the inner and outer tanks. The depot 
rises to the surface, he helps himself to what he wants, 
lets in water and down sinks the tank. 

“You remember the U-53 was in Newport harbor only 
three hours when her commander paid his respects to 
our navy, then went out and sank half a dozen ships 
off Nantucket. I am convinced that she replenished her 
oil supply before she showed herself to our people; for 
it ts certain that no vessel of her type could accomplish 
the distance of 3000 miles across the Atlantic and 3000 
miles home without refilling her oil tank. 

“Then you expect that submarines will attack shipping 
on our coast?”

HE most notable exhibit in the St. Louis Art Museum 
recent weeks is a tapestry 13 feet 7 inches high by 
feet 9 inches wide, woven in Flanders in the beginninz 
of the sixteenth century and loaned to the museum by 
P. W. French & Company of New York. It is a magnif- 
icent creation in red and blue, red predominating, and 
delineates a love story entitled “The Knight's Repent- 

ance.” It was formerly in the collection of J. Pierpont Morgan and 
‘was secured by its present owners at the sale of Mr. Morgan’s art 
treasures after his death. . 


St. Louis could acquire this tapestry for approximately $90,000, but 
the price is beyond the means of the Museum, since the annual appro- 
priation for the maintenance of the institution and the purchase of art 
objects is only a little more than $100,000. The tapestry has elicited 
such keen admiration from those who have viewed it in the short time 
it has been on exhibition that museum officials are hopeful that some 
public-spirited citizens will add it to the Museum as a gift. 


The commanding presence in the center panel of the tapestry of 
both Venus and Cupid indicates to a certainty that love is the theme of 
the pictured story. Venus, winged and with a huge feathered arrow in 
her left hand, sits on an inlaid Venetian chair in a tiny balcony far 
above all the courtiers, as if presiding at one of the courts of love so 
popular in this period. Cupid, winged and blindfolded, flies into the 
ecene from the left, holding a bow from which an arrow has just been 
shot. 

. A striking feature of the work is its distance effects, the most 
difficult of all to represent in*a tapestry. All five scenes reveal the 
work of a master designer skillful in obtaining line contrasts and inp 
creating pictures peculiarly suited to expression on the loom. The 
hatchings in the long, flowing robes are wonderfully employed to pro- 
duce deep, luxurious folds. 


The five scenes depicted are: “Investiture With Knighthood,” 
“Delivery of the Letter,” “The Court of Love,” “Confession of Guilt” 
and “Repentance.” Scene I shows the hero has achieved the honor of 
knighthood, and after allmight vigil before the altar, on the left, re- 
ceived sword and necklace from the two ladies who kneel before him. 
This is evidently the final stage of a ceremony that was, in the sixteenth 
century, one of the most magnificent in a gentleman’s life. ‘

T the recent Complete Building Exposition at the Grand Central Palace, New 

York City, a cozy little stone house, erected at Bryn Athyn, Pa., carried of 

first prize honors. It won the competition, not because it was handsome or 
palatial or lururiously planned, but simply because, in addition to “com- 

bining the best design and plan,” it had been completed for less than $5500. . The 
actual cost of the Bryn Athyn house was $5360, and this included everything except 
-® the land, from foundation excavating to painting and even to electric ight fiztures 


and sidewalks. 


ONTRACTORS and architects and commuters are agreed that to build 
a $5500 house today when the prices of building material are soaring 
bigher and higher, a tremendous amount of close figuring is neces- 
sary. Of course, you can build a house for $2500 or even less, pro- 
viding the owner doesn't anticipate too much in the way of modern 


conveniences. 


But in the Bryn Athyn prize house a solution seems 


to have been found for the vexatious problems of how to build a 
substantial modern house with the least possible expenditure. 
A glance at the aecompantying plans will give an idea of how far the $5360 was 


made to go.

principally to the fortunate lay of the land. Stone for buliding material is easily 
obtainable in that section of Pennsylvania, so the entire cost of the building stone 
masonry work was kept- down to $2030. The timber for beams, floors and 
and carpentry work which of course, included windows and doors and setting 
added another $2000. The roofing cost $140, plastering $145 and there 

for exterior woodwork, such as front and rear entrances and porches. 
have one distinct advantage over frame buildings: they require 
nt. The painter's bill for work on the prize house amounted to 
plumbing cost $300, this including all fittings and materials. The 
heating apparatus, plus the labor of imstalling same, added $200 to the cost of the 
The tin work such as flashing around chimneys and gutters, cost $75. 
the house for ei lights added another $75 and the electric light fix- 
The last item for interior work was $90 for hardware, such as locks and 

window fasteners and weights. 

And there you have an itemized list showing the cost of the prize house. Add 
o it $95 for outside sidewalks and the cost reaches a total of $5360. 

It should be explained that nobody planned or erected this house with the 
idea that it was to compete for a prize. The house just happened to be built on 
economical lines. Then when New York's Building Exposition was projected an 
architectural competition was announced in which prizes were offered for the best 
designs and plans for houses which had actually been erected since January, 1914, 
for less than $5500, exclusive of lot. Seven architects, all members of the New 
York Chapter American Institute of Architects, acted as a jury. They went over 
all the plans submitted and then they inspected the houses themselves. And by 
their verdict the cozy little stone house at Bryn Athyn got the first prize.

ihe severe rheumatism that now affects her:) The Gov- 
ernment had allowed me $6 a month. My hut rent was 
59 cents, wood $1.50, food $4. My friends at home? Yes, 
they sent money, too, but, of course, I sent this to my 
Kara friends. At long intervals one of their many let- 
ters reached me—sometimes sewed in the lining of a 
Buriat cap. I grew almost frantic with loneliness, and 
to keep my sanity I would@wun out on the snow shouting 
passionate orations, or even playing the prima donna 
and singing grand opera arias to the bleak landscape, 
which never applauded. 

The seven years over, I was allowed to travel all 
through Siberia. I lived three years in Irkutsk, the main 
Siberian city, and many years besides in Tobolsk, Tiu- 
men and other smaller towns. Here as my hardship 
ended I saw the sufferings of others begin. By the in- 
creasing procession from Russia I knew that our work 
was spreading. With hundreds of comrades I planned 
future work. In September, 1896, thoroughly “reformed,” 
| secured permission to return to Russia, and three hours 
later I was on the train. 

In speaking of her methods in spreading her propa- 
ganda among the “peasants, Mme. Breshkovsky once 
told an interviewer: 

“We put on peasant dress, to elude the police and 
break down the peasants’ cringing distrust.

Egypt, the majestic beauty of Baal- 
bek, Greece and Rome, are em- 
bodied in the newly erected Masonic 

Temple of Scottish Rite at Washington, D. 
C. Specifically, this is a reproduction of the 
mighty tomb of King Mausolus of Halicar- 
nassus (fourth century B. C.), which was the 
fifth of the classic “Seven Wonders” of the 
ancient world. John Russell Pope of New 
York is the architect, and to him the Ar- 
chitectural League has awarded its gold 
medal of honor for the finest building of 
the year, 

-**Planned and built absolutely without mon- 
etary restrictions, the temple cost $2,000,000, 
and is the grandest structure of its kind 
in the nation, probably in the entire modern 
world. It is the shrine of thirty-third-degree 
Masons, the highest order of the great Ma- 
sonic body, of which George F.. Moore is the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. 

The building is pure Greek in style, con-: 
structed of marble and bronze. It is 150 
feet high and occupies nearly a whole block 
of ground on Sixteenth street, between Ave- 
nues R and S—a broad, stately thoroughfare 
of the national capital, leading directly to 
the White House, and hence called the “Ave- 
nue of the Presidents.”’ All feur sides of 
the building are harmoniously finished, and 
the entrance has imposing embellishment in 
the form of two colossal sphinxes guarding 
the door in the forecourt. 

The interior of the temple is spacious, 
solemn, magnificent. Its most striking fea- 
ture is the great symbolical screen of finest 
gold-bronze, in the form of a sunburst—the 
largest of the sort ever cast, and said to 
have cost $300,000. 

The Grand Chamber is 64 feet square and 
$5 feet high to the top of the dome. A col- 
onnade of 33 marble uprights, 35 feet high, 
surrounds an altar of solid black-and-gold 
marble, on a raised platform approached on 
all sides by black marble steps, and flanked 
by classic bronze incense burners. On each 
side of this chamber is a great window 30 
feet square, with columns of dark-green 
granite and bronze frames. Pompeiian mural 
decorations cover the walls; while floods 
of seemingly celestial music descend from a 
great organ concealed in the dome.
